AMERICAN CATTLE ABROAD. 
Lonpen, April 17.—In the House of Lords 
last evening the Duke of Richmond and Gor- 
don, Conservative, moved that the papers con- 
cerning the foot and mouth disease among 
cattle be presented to the House, and asked 
why the importation of cattle from the United 
tates, as well as from France, was not pro- 
hibited.

THE PRESIDENT ON BOARD SHIP. 
TO SAIL AT DAYBREAK ON THE TALLAPOOSA 
¢ FOR SAVANNAK. 

Sr. Avucusting, Fla., April 17.—To-mor- 
row morning, at daybreak, the President and 
his party will sail from this charming spot on 
the Tallapoosa, for Savannah. He has en- 
joyed his recreation greatly and said this af- 
ternoon, as he sat on the piazza of the Magno- 
lia Hotel while a balmy north-east breeze 
blew along the narrow street and across the 
brignt green lawn, that the weather was so 
perfect and the place and hotel so attractive 
that he would be glad tostay much longer 


than public business would permit him. He 
has been pleased because he has not 
been an object of attention. Whether it was 
because he had expressed a wish to be allowed 
tospend his time simply as a private citizen, 
or for some other reason, the President has 
thus far been permitted to move about with 
almost as much freedom from public attention 
as if he was not the chief magistrate. The at- 
tentions of army and navy officers have been 
dutifully civil, and the Federal officers who 
have been able to add to his pleasure while 
here have contributed their services readily. 
The President has not tried the fishing, which is 
not good now, but has walked all over the tewn 
to familiarize himself with it. This afternoon 
the Third Artillery Band gave aconcert on the 
parade ground at the barracks, The field is 
small, but its covering of well-nourished grass 
makes it an attractive promenade, and the 
view across the Matanzas Hiver is bright and 
pleasing. The President drove down with Mrs. 
Mercer and Lieut.-Col. Piper and heard a few 
selections. Secretary Chandler and the rest 
of the party were also present part of the 
time. About 10 o’clock to-night the entire 
party left their hotel and were driven to the 
wharf, where the gig of Commander 
Kellogg, of the Tallapoosa, was wait- 
ing to take them off the ship. At 
daybreak a pilot will be taken on beard to 
direct the course of the ship in going out, not- 
withstanding the order of the Navv Depart- 
ment that all vessels of the navy shall be 
piloted by their own officers. It is expected 
that the Tallapoosa will reach Savannah about 
15 hours after leaving St. Augustine. Some 
of the officers say that unless a pilot is em- 
ployed to take her up the river a delay of about 
four hours will be caused after passing the bar, 
as it will be necessary to sound for the chan- 
nel very carefully. Another concert was 
dere to-night in the garden of the Magnolia 

otel by the Third Artillery Band, and the 
illuminatieons of Saturday and Monday nights 
were repeated. The President will stop at 
Savannah a day, but will have no public re- 
ception. He is undecided whether to finish his 
journey by rail or steamer.

THE MEXICAN DRAINAGE SCHEME. 
WHAT COMMISSIONER LORING SAYS OF THE 
PROJECT AS A SPECULATION. 

Wasuineton, April 17.—The scheme for 
the digging of a canal for the drainage of the 
City of Mexico and the reclamation of several 
millions’ worth of real estate, which can now 
bé reached only with the assistance of long 
poles, appears to be making little ad- 
vancement. ‘“‘By the terms of the con- 
cession,” explained Commissioner Loring, 
one of the gentlemen interested in 
the project, ‘‘the Mexican Government 
promises to pay, besides land, $9,000,000 in 
money, in monthly payments of $30,000, for 
the construction of the canal. It will re- 
quire, from whosoever undertakes the work, a 


deposit of $200,000. When Senator Call, of 
Florida, first broached the subject to me I was 
astonished that the contract had not been 
taken by home people; but, believing there 
was money in it, I interested myself in the 
project with Gen. McClellan and others. 
Correspondence has passed onthe 
subject, but we are now waiting 
for an answer to inquiries upon certain points 
addressed to the Mexican Goverament and its 
representatives. We want to know, among 
other things, if the Government will not prom- 
ise to pay the $9,000,000 upon the completion 
of the work, instead of $30,000 monthly in- 
stallments, extending through a long period 
of years. We also want to know whether we 
are to get back the $200,000 guarantee when 
the job is completed. I hardly expect an 
answer to these questions until the return 
of the Diaz party to Mexico. Should 
the reply be satisfactory, it will then 
remain for us to find capitalists who will ad- 
vance money on the security named in the 
concession, and contractors who are willing 
to do the work. Practically, very littie has 
been accomplished, and the enterprise has ad- 
vanced scarcely beyond its first stages. It is 
understood, also, that the persons who pro- 
pose going into this drainage business are not 
at all anxious to put up $200,000 in good money 
with the Mexican Government. If they will be 
allowed to deposit it in New-York the way 
will be smoothed wonderfully. They do not 
mind the $200,000, but it has a solid, 
substantial value, and they do not like to have 
it getsofarawayfromhome. Hence the prop- 
osition to attach a string to it. The $200,000 
is in cold cash, and the $9,000,000 is a Mexican 
promise to pay in Mexican money and Mexi- 
ean lands, which latter is still the bottom ef a 
big lake. The $200,000 will buy several meals 
for a hungry man, while volcanic [O U’s are 
somewhat volatile, not to say ‘ wild cat’ in 
their appearance, and then $200,000 deposited 
in Mexico might be swallowed up by an earth- 
quake or something. Altogether it-is much 
better to keep the amount in New-York than 
in Mexico, the owners think.”

THE VICEREGAL PARTY AT OTTAWA. 

Orrawa, Ontario, April 17.—After a pro- 
longed’ absence Princess Louise returned to the 
capital to-day. There was nothing remarkable in 
the reeeption given her, unless it was the absenee 
of any demonstration. The viceregal train arrived 
at the Canada Atlantic station at 1:15 P.M. Among 


the prominent citizens who had eongregated tod 
welcome the Princess home were the Ministers of 
the Crown, the Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
a large number of Senators and members of Par- 
liament. Gen. Luard, commanding a militia de- 
tachment of the Governor-Generai’s foot guards, 
formed a guardof honor. The appearance of a 
large number of Toronto detectives in the crowd 
excited some curiosity, their identity having un- 
fortunately become known. Fifteen members of 
the Toronto force were sworn in here to-day as 


Private detectives are to-night patrolling the 
Parliament grounds and searching the Parliament 
Buildings. ‘They are very reticent in regard to giv- 
ing information to the press, but it is knowr that 
Many anonymous letters have reached Rideau 
Hall this evening.

COSTLY NEW-JERSEY TRAMPS. 

Rep Bank, N. J., April 17.—The tramp in- 
vestigation has shown that gross abuses have been 
ereated by the committing Justices, and that the 
county spends from $500 to $600 per month for the 
entertainment of tramps aléne infesting Freehold. 


Jucge Scudder, of the Supreme Court, in his 
opinion to the Board of Freeholders, says that the 
Justices acted with great irregularity in the com- 
mitment of the 603 tramps confined in Freehold 
curing January aud February, and that in these 
cases the board should refuse to pay the so-called 
turnkey’s fees. Acting upon Judge Soudder's ad- 
vice, the Board of Freeholders bas refused to pay 
the bili of Jailer Clarence Little, amounting to 


$1,538 62. umti! the turnkey's fee on 603 tramps,, 


amounting to $272 22, is dedueted. In the inves- 
tigation it was found that the jailer had charged 


for meals which had not been served, and the 
Board of Freeholders refused to audit the board 
bill as presented by Jailer Little until he deducted 
one day’s meal each for 487 tramps, which the 
jailer consented to do.

GEORGE SCHELLER ACQUITTED. 
NOT GUILTY OF SETTING THE NEWHALL 
HOUSE ON FIRE—THE VERDICT APPROVED. 
MILWAUKEE, April 17.—The trial of George 
Scheller on the charge of setting the Newhall 
House on fire and eausing the death of almost 100 
pérsons ended rather abruptly this afternoon, the 
jury bringing in a verdict of “not guilty.” The 
ease, from its peculiar surroundings, has attracted 
more attention than any ever heretofore tried in 
Milwaukee. Five days after the awful ealamity 
Scheller, who for eight years had been the head 
clerk of the ill-fated hotel, was arrested and 
thrown in prison. There was never any 
direct evidence against him, but a  peeu- 
liar chain of oiroumstances wound around 
the man and led many to believe him guilty. A 
few weeks after his arrest he was indicted by the 
Grand Jury and has been closely confined in jail 
since, not even his most intimate friends being al- 


lowed to see nim. One week ago to-day his trial 
was begun before Judge Mallory, in the Criminal 
Court. In all 73 witnesses were examined :and 
vast crowds have attended tke trial. The 
arguments begun on Saturday were completed 
at 1 o'clock to-day. and the large  court- 
room was crowded to suffocation the whole day. 

The prisoner was plainly, but serupulously. at- 
tired, his faee overcast with a pink tint, and bis 
eyes wandering from one object te another in the 
room.

Mrs. Scheiler, a handseme 
woman, was dressed in black, and a diamond 
sparkled from each ear. She appeared more deep! 
interested in the proceedings than her husband. 
When Mr. Somers began the olesing argument for 
the proseeution a hush fell upon the audienee. He 
said he was exhausted, as he presumed the jurors 
were, and he would be brief. With this he plunged 
into his argument, saying the case was one that 
would touch the heart of every man, woman, and 
child. If there was any guilt it should be fastened 
upon the guilty party. He declared that the de- 
fense was unfair in charging the prosecution upor 
any one man when the indictment against George 
Scheller was found by 17 of the best citizens after 
an investigation taking two weeks, When the 
arguments closed, at 1 o'clock, an adjournment 
was taken uatil 2 o'clock. 

So great was the interest that few 
court-room. Upon re-assembling, 
delivered his eharge to the jury.

** The prisoner in this, as in all criminal cases, is 
entitled to the benefit ef every reasenable doubt 
arising upon any material point from the testi- 
mony in the case, and must be acquitted by you if 
any such doubt exists in your minds.

render a just verdiet in striet aceordance with the 
testimony. The State does not demand a victim: 
the State only expects a verdiet from you which 
shall do bonest and impartial justice between it 
and the prisoner at the bar." 

The jury at ence retired, the hour being 2:20 
o’cloek. Not a person left the room until 40'olock, 
when Mrs. Scheller, who seemed to be on the 
verge of fainting, left for a moment. Twenty 
minutes later, or just two hours from the time the 
jury retired,a verdict was returned. It simply 
read: ‘We find the prisoner not guilty.” There 
was arush to congratulate the prisoner and a 
burst of applause. Quiet was restored with great 
difficulty. The jurors were almost unanimeus in 
framing the verdict of acquittal. The result is re- 
ceived with great favor on all sides, as nobody in 
Milwaukee believes Scheller guilty. It is under- 
stood the accused will shortly leave for the far 
West, where he will try to restere himself to his 
former good standing.

MRS. SPRAGUE INDIGNANT 


HER LATE HUSBAND'S STATE- 
MENTS ABOUT HIS DIVORCE. 
HER COUNSEL WRITE A LETTER’ DENYING 

THE 8TORY ON WHICH MR. SPRAGUE 
SECURED A MARRIAGE LICENSE. 
CINCINNATI, April 17.—Judge Hoadly, of 


this city, and Winchester Britten, of Brooklyn, N. 


Y., counsel for Mrs. Kate Chase-Sprague, to-day 
sent from here the following letter: 
To the Editor of the Vindicator, Staunton, Va.: 

Sir: A copy of your paper of the 16th of March, 

1883, has been placed in our hands, from which it 
appears that William Sprague, of Rhode Island, in 
order to procure a lieense to marry again and to 
induce a clergyman te perform the ceremony, 
made certain statements in regard to his di- 
vorced condition to the clerk of the 
court, to the Commonwealth Attorney, 
and to the Rev. J. D. 4Hulliban, all 
of your city, which statements, havipe been pub- 
lished by you, and being not only false, but also 
libelous of a most honorable and worthy lady, we, 
her counsel, in her suit for divoree from Gov. 
Sprague, feel it our duty, In justice to her, to ask 
that you publish this statement of the facts in the 
case. / 
When interrogated as to its being lawful for him 
to marry, Gov. Sprague, as you publish, respond- 
ed: ‘I wish to state to you the ground on which I 
was divorced. [applied fora divorce trom my 
wife on the ground of adultery. She filed a cross 
bill charging me with the same offense. She, 
after a short while, withdrew her charges against 
me. did not withdraw mine. They re- 
mained, and on that standing of the case 
the court In New-York granted mea divorce and 
divided the custody of the children. What is your 
opinion?” You add that, “On the return of the 
elergyman and Mr. Echols to the hotel, Gov. 
Sprague answered the questions, which had been 
for greater caution written down by Mr. Hultiban, 
satisfactorily, in view of the requirements of the 
canon bearing on the case. -These are the ques- 
tions answered: 

Q.—Are you adivorced man or not? A.—I am di- 
vorced. 

Q.—Please statethe grounds upon which the decree 
was granted ? A.—Adultery. 

Q.—Was this charged upon your divorced wife or 
upon yourself ? A.—Upon my wife. 

Q.—Was there any such charge preferred against 
you on the proceediugs ? A.—There was not. 

It is difficult for us to believe that any one de- 
liberately made the statements, as they are en- 
tirely without truth. Yet, we have seen, as yet, 
no eontradiction of the repert. The facts are, that 
Mrs. Katharine Chase-Sprague, applied to the 
Supreme Court of Rhode Island fora divorce from 
Gov. Sprague, alleging rereated adulteries, 
cruelty, and neglect to provide for _her- 
self and their children, though abundantly 
able to do so, the latter charge being 
sufficient cause for divorce under the statutes of 
Rhode Island, and Gev. Sprague answered by peti- 
tion, making various allegations against his wife. 
The testimony of many witnesses establishing the 
truth of Mra. Sprague’s complaint was promptly 
taken, and she was ready for trial at an 
early date, but, upon one pretext and an- 
other and against her opposition, the trial 
was postponed throughout a year, without appar- 
ent preparation by him. Finally. we attended the 
court at South Kingston, R. I., Feb. 20, 1882, fully 
prepared for trial, with depesitions taken and na- 
roerous witnesses in court to support every allega- 
tion in our bill. The court decided that the trial 
must proceed, whereupen Gey. Sprague and his 
counsel approached us, proposing to withdraw their 
petition and all charges against Mrs. Sprague, if 
she would waive proof of adultery against him and 
consent te let the cause be tried on the remaining 
grounds of cruelth and non-support. Gov. Sprague 
then furnished Judge Hoadly witha written re- 
traction of all charges against hie wife, to be given 
to her after tne deoree of divorce should be 
granted. 

Knowing that Mrs. Sprague had no ebject except 
to secure her decree and protect her children 
from discredit as far as possible, consistently with 
justiee and right, we, her counsel, having pro- 
cured by telegram, her authority to act at our 
diseretion, assumed the sespomaie@iiey for her of 
waiving the charges of adultery and 
cruelty and allowing the case to rest on 
the «less offensive charge. Following this 
conference, Gov. Sprague’s counsel, in open 
court, Sprague being present, and before the trial, 
withdrew his petitien and all the allegations it 
contained. Thereupon testimony was introducea 
which establishea te the satisfaction of the court 
that Gov. Sprague had failed to support his wife 
and daugbters, although abundantly able to do so, 
and on this ground a deeree of absolute di- 
vores was granted in favor of Mrs. Sprague, 
with permission, at her discretion, to resume 
her maiden name of Katharine Chase, a privilege 
seldom granted in Rhode Isiand, and never when 
acloud rests upon the fair repute of alady. The 
court also awarded the custody of the three 
younger children, daughters, to the mother, 
the remaining child, a bey near manhood, 
not being subject, under the laws of Rhode 
Island, to the control of the court in 
such an action. The consideration extended to 
Gov. Sprague was fully acknowledgea. He pro- 
posed to surrender and deliver, and did exeoute, a 
written agreement to celiver to Austin Corbin, 
Esq., of New-York, a relative of Mrs. 
Sprague, as Trustee for the children, the 
personal property ‘at Canonchet. We add 
that but for the withdrawal by Goy. Sprague 
of all charges against his wife, and also 
of his petition, we should not have advised her to 
eonsent to waive proof of the charges against him, 
or to take the decree of divorce upon the minor 
ground. 

There has been so much _ misrepresenta- 
tion of a defenseless woman, not only in the 
statements ef Gov. Sprague referred te, but for 
years, that we feel called upon, as her counsel, to 
enter a protest, and, in view of all the facts, we 
have advised her to resume ber maiden name,

THE NEW-ORLEANS BANK ROBBERY 


THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH OF 
PROPERTY STOLEN—ONE ARREST MADE, 
NeEw-ORLEANS, April 17.—The facts about 

the robbery of the Metropolitan Bank in this 

city on Sunday night have been greatly ex- 
aggerated, although there is no oecasion 
for it, the bank officers freely impart- 
ing all the information in their possession. 

The institution is net a regular banking institution. 

It is a pawn office, chartered and given special 

privileges by an act of the Legislature. The 

steck is owned by a corporation of very 
wealthy Jews, and it has been a money- 
making institution, doing a conservative and care- 
ful business in advanciug money on good collat- 
erals at 4 per cent. per month. It is net 
a member of the Clearing-house, nor is 


it connected by the electric signals of the city pro- 
tective service, for if it had been; the crime could 
not have been consummated. The failure to 
send in the half-hourly alarm at the proper 
time would have beea noticed at the main office, 
and an officer sent at once to the spot to ascer- 
tain the cause of the failure. The persen 
who was the bank’s messenger by day was 
its watehman by night, and his watching consisted 
in going to bed on the premises. The en- 
tering of the bank showed none of the 
signs of the professional burglar, though 
it was evidently the work of cool and desperate 
men. The bank lost only $2,200. and of this 
amount a bag containing $500 was picked 
out of a gutter in the neighberhood 
the next morning, where the thieves had dropped 
it, being prebably over-weighted. The heaviest 
losses, however, will fall upon the depositors 
of the bank-bexes. About 50 bank-boxes were 
broken open and their contents scattered 
around or carried away. Of course, only 
the owners. of the boxes can calculate 
their losses. So far, Messrs. Meyer, Weiss 

Co. repert the loss ef diamonds at 
$10,000 and four ene-hundred-dollar Government 
bonds were taken from another box. Presidept 
Frank, of the bank, calculates that $30,000 will 
cover all the losses. In the meantime, he has of- 
fered a reward of $2,000 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the robbers. 

The detectives are completely at sea regarding 
the case, but ene arrest has been maie—that ofa 
person against whom there is something suspicious. 
and no evidence. He gives his name as C. M. How- 
ard er Hines. He is a neatly dressed man, 6 feet 
in height, fair skin, small biack mustache, and 
small eyes. He claims to pe a machinist 
and tool-maker, and refers to Kreuz & Co., of New- 
York, and Bisbee, of St. Louis, as his former em- 
ployers. He has plenty of money and jewelry, and 
treats his arrest with great sang froid.

A SCANDAL REGARDING THE MAYOR AND 
MRS. CLARK—MR. CLARK WHIPPED. 

WATERBURY, Conn., April 17.—This city 
was treated to a sensation to-day. Greene Ken- 
drick is the Mayor of Waterbury, and one 
of its most prominent citizens. He is a 
leading Democratic politician. as was his 
father before him. The Mayor’s name has 
been connected with that of Mrs. Sarah Clark, the 
wife of William Clark, a respectable mechanie. 
Mrs. Clark is a tall, handsome, splendidly- 
formed woman. The town has talked in whispers 
of the intimacy that it is alleged has existed be- 
tween these two, and stories are afleat of pleasant 
drives and quiet little dinners in New-Haven and 
neigkboring cities. Mr. Clark was the last person to 


hear of these things, but the developments indi- 
cate thathe has at least entertained some suspi- 
cions. Just at noon to-day, when thousands 
of shop hands crowded the streets, they were 
startled bycries of murder issuing from the Irving 
Block, in whieh the Clarks have rooms. The en- 
trance to the building was soon surrounded by an 
exeited mob. The cries increased in volume, 
and finally the curiosity of the crowd 
overeame its prudence, and up ithe 
stairs rushed a hundred men and women. 
In the lead wasa policeman. When the door was 
opened by the officer Mr. Clark was found groping 
his way about the reom endeavoring to eseape from 
his wife, who, having blinded him with red pepper, 
was now, it is alleged, beating him over the head 
with a policeman'selub. Blood was flowing from 
several scalp-wounds. 

The offieer took Mr. Clark through the crowd to 
the exegs station. His wife charged him with 
breaking into her room. He had scareely placed 
his foot inside the door of the station when he de- 
manded that Mayor Kendrick be at once sum- 
— The officer replied that the Mayor was at 

nner. 

**I don’t care,’ said Clark, ““ whether he {s or 
not. Yougoto him and say that unless he eomes 
here right away and gets me out of this trouble I'll 
make it so —— hot for him that he oan’t stay in 
this eity.”’ 

When Mayor Kendrick heard this story from 
the messenger who hurried to his house 
it is said he grabbed his hat quickly 
and soon covered, the distance between 
his home and the station. He pushed past 
the curious crowd at the deor, and nurried over to 
where Clark satin a corner holding a towel to his 
bleeding head. The conversation was short. 
Clark was released, and walked out in company 
— - Saale Kendrick. The crowd drew back and 
smiled. 

The scandal is the talk of thetown to-night, and 
several reasons are given by the gossips for the 
rupture between Clark and his wife. The most 
plausible one is that he had angered her by 
accusing her ot infidelity and urging her to reform. 
Clark was liberated on bonds furnished by Mayor 
Kendrick. The police autherities say to-night that 
the “ case will be dropped.” 


PROMISING HOP PROSPECTS. 


EXTENSIVE PREPARATI@NS MAKING IN CEN- 
TRAL NEW-YORK—HIGH PRICES. 

WATERVILLE, N. Y., April 17.—It Is a 
maxim with hop-growers that one good year is al- 
ways followed by asecond. The theory is that a 
short crop and high priees exhaust resources, and 
however large the next year’s yleld the demand 
for immediate consumption will put it into the 
power of the grower to secure good prices. For- 
tified by the profits of the previous year he can 
hold a part of his crop and make profit 


for the current year on what he sells. The year 
1882 was the best ever known to Ameriean hop- 
growers, and it is elaimed that the bulk of the 
world's reserve of hops is held in these pa so 
that higher prices than any yet reached are talked 
of. Forthecrop ef 1883 preparations are already 
making in the Central New-York district. In sev- 
eral yards the opening of hills has begun, and, as 
the expression is, “ they open well’’—that is. the 
roots are in good cendition. Acting on the belief 
that “‘hops will be hops” fer tke year to come, 
every hill that promises a vine will be eneouraged 
to do its bert. There will beno plowing up. Yards 
which would be naturally given over to grass and 
rest will be treated to phosphates or otherwise en- 
couraged to do their utmost for yet another season. 

While it is impossible at this date to forecast the 
crop, it is evident that there will be an inorease of 
acreage. The hitherto unapproached prices ob- 
tained for the crop ef 1882 have tempted into hop 
culture farmers who have previously followed 
mixed agriculture. The demand for hop roots isa 
good indication of the sturdiness of the craze. In 
ordinary times these are given away. They are 
runners eut off fer the goed of the vines, and 
thrown into piles torot. These are now bringing 
$5 per bushel. If the supply proves limi as 
planting time approaches the price will be a matter 
for the seller’s conscience to decide. Another in- 
dicatien of activity is found in the reeeipts of polea 
at the Waterville station during the Winter and 
Spring. On April 11 they aggregated 364 car- 
loads, averaging 1.000 poles to acar. These, of 
course, are not all for new yards; but fer new and 
old they are an assurance that no aid to hep 
growth will be neglected this year. 

Hop farms, like their product, are held at fabu- 
lous prices. Inthe best region about Waterville 
farms sell in the lump at $300 and upward per acre.

CONVICTED OF THROWING A BOMB. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—Caspar Young- 
heim, a thin, under-sizea old man, with long, stiff 
hair, a red face, and little twinkling gray eyes, was 
convieted in the Quarter Sessions Court to-day of 
attempting to blow up August Goeckle, his son-in- 
law, with a bomb. It was testified that on the 
night of Oct. 30, 1882, while Goeckel was engaged 
upon some tailoring work at an open window of 


his house, a missile, which seemed to be 
a ball of fire, flew in at the window, 
smashed the lamp near his head, and filled 
the room witm smoke and an odor of 
owder. The room was afterward found to be 
fittered with half-burned rags and particles of glass 
ardiron. A piece of lead pipe, which had con- 
tained the material, anda half-burned fuse were 
also found, The evidence was so strong against 
Youngheim that the jury convicted him without 
leaving their seats. Judge Allison, in passing sen- 
tenee, {said that he had no doubt that the verdict 
was just. For such crimes, he said, the maximum 
imprisonment of three years provided by the law 
was altogether too light. It is not greater, he eb- 
served. than the punishment frequently imposed 
upon old criminals for larceny. ‘‘A man whe would 
throw a bomb for the purpose of injuring an- 
other,” he continued, “ought to be locked up for 
the rest of his life."” He fined Yourigheim $500 and 
sent him to the penitentiary for three years.

A MYSTERIOUS CRIME IN GEORGIA. 
ATLanta, Ga., April 17.—Mr. W. T. King, 
of Covington.

THE BROADWAY ARCADE RAIL- 
WAY BILL. 

IT PASSES THE ASSEMBLY WITH EAS 
AND RAPIDITY—SPINOLA’S TRICK Con- 
DEMNED—A DEMOCRATIC MEASURE. 

ALBANY, April 17.—The ease and rapidity 
with which the Broadway Arcade Railroad 
bill slipped through the Assembly this morning 
attracted general attention and ereated more 
comment than almost any other measure which 
has passed the Legislature this Winter. Every 
member in the House who has voted for bills that 
have been denounced as distinctively bad recora- 
ed himself in the affirmative on this particular 
measure, while the number of country members 
who took the same side suggested the possibility 
of their having been eoerced in order to 
save measures of their own which are to come up 
for action before adjournment. Mr. Roosevelt 
took the ground that the Legislature could not 
afford to grant such a valuable franchise as is here 
proposed without fixing certain restrictions upon 
the powers of the company. He maintained that 
the City of New-York should be fully protected. 
The company received certain privileges whieh it 
was not customary to give other companies, . 
and, in effect, a monopoly was created 
which might be found in the end to be a 
most dangerous one. He had not heard that there 
was any public demand for a thoroughfare under 
Broadway. On the contrary, he had conversed 
with many of the heads of departments in New- 
York, among them Controller Campbell, and they 
were almost unanimous against the scheme. The 
City ought to reeeive some return for such a valua- 
ble franchise, and this bill proposed nothing of the 
sort. Mr. Van Allen took a similar view of 
the measure, and Farmer Brooks moved to amend 

its first seetion by inserting a clause requiring the 
company to pay the city 5 per cent. of its recei 
from passenger traffic. This motion was lost. 
only advocate of the bill was the leader of the 
Democrats, Col. Murphy, who declared among 
other things that the City had no jurisdiction over . 
Broadway at the depth below the surface which 
this company proposed to bury its tracks. Albany 
Maher and Mr. Miller both veted against the bill 
on the ground that it was opposed by the authort- 
ties of New-York. The bill received 69 affirmative 
and 41 negative votes. The detailed vote was 
follows,| Republicans in italic, Democrats in roman:

Two reports were submitted by the committee 
appointed to investigate the method by which a 
certain amendment to the New-York consolidated 
act was smuggled into a lot of general amend- 
ments, and thus passed without the knowledge of 
the House. The obnoxious amendment haa for itg 
purpose the protection of certain steam-heating 
companies (among them one in whieh Spinola is 
interested) from the operation of the act pro- 
hibiting the tearing up of the streets of New-York. 
J.W.Higgins, the Chairman, reported that there was 
no attempt at concealment and no intent to commil 
fraud in effecting the passage of the amendment. 
Mr, Howe, on the other hand, submitted a dissent 
ing report, in which the testimony taken by the 
committee was quoted on certain very 
points. By this it appeared that the Commission- 
ers who prepared the consolidated act never sanc 
tioned the amendment, and any statement to the 
contrary was absolutely false. Col. Murphy, Chair- 
man of the Cities’ Committee, and Senator Graay 
both testified that they knew nothing of its pres 
ence in the bill when it passed both House and 
Senate, and Mr. Grady added the information tha! 
the bill was recalled from the Governor at his re 
quest to strike out. 

The testimony of Col. Murphy was convincingly 
clear on the point that Spinola, who brought tn¢ 
entire lot of amendments to his committee to be 
passed upon, declared that the Commissio: : 
were in favor of them. The Chairman of the Cities 
Committee, therefore, did not examine them ag 
closely as he otherwise would. Spinola 
admitted to the committee of investigation that 
this particular amendment was given him, not by 
the Commissioners, but by “a reputable gentle 
man,’”’ whose name. however, he declined to give 
the committee. The Howe report concludes 
by declaring that the insertion of the amend- 
ment was done secretly and by sharply - 
criticizing such loose legislation. All the evidence 
in this case points directly to Spinola as the perpe- 
trator of this little trick, He stood uvabashed on 
the fleor, however. and moved to azain put the 
amendments on their final passage. His particular 
amendment, however, had been stricken out, and 
in this shape the House passed them. 

The Clarke bill compensating the janitors of 
the District Courts of New-York who were ap- 
pointed by the Justices in the days of Tweed was 

assed, notwithstanding the warning by Messrs. 

an Allen and House that it was a thoroughly bad 
bill, and ene which would compensate sinecurists. 

The' Oakley bil! requiring bob-tail ears to be pro- 
vided with condueters was killed, only 52 affirma- 
tive votes being recorded for it. 

That pettiest of Democratic measures to secure 
patronage, tke Public Buildings Trustees bill, in- 

troduced by Mr. Benedict. came down from the 
Senate for certain amendments to be concurred in, 
and the eaitor having received notice that it was 
in the House, immediately applied the gag to pre- 
vent discussion upon it. Asat present constituted 
these Trustees comprise six State officers, inciud- 
ing the Speaker of the House, three of them—the 
Attorney-General, Secretary of State, and Com 
troller—being Republicans. This bill .legislates 
the three Republicans out of office, and leaves 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and Speaker, all 
Democrats, to take charge of the public buildings 
situated in A!bany. These buildings comprise the 
Old Capitol, the new State Hall, the old State Hail, 
and that portion of the New Capitol that is fin- 
ished. In the care of these buildings a smail 
squad of janitors, Superintendents, door-keepers, 
deputies, and scrub women are employed. To 
bring these petty offices into Democratic hands is 
the object of the bill, and its sole object, for the 
excuse is not even made that there bas been any- 
thing wrong in the management of these posi- 
tiens or in the work that falls to their incumbents { 
to perform. : 

Mr. House desired to amend the title se as to | 
read, *‘ An act to facilitate the grabbing of public 
offices.” Mr. Hunt having been ignored by the 
Speaker in an attempt to point out an infraction 
of the arbitrary rules of the House, when it came 
his turn to vote denounced the unfairness with 
which members of the minority have been treated 
when partisan measures have been under consid- 
eraticn.

The Democrats sat and scowled as the speaker's 
pictured them the hungry representatives of an. 
even hungrier party. The bill was then passed and 
sent to the Governor. 

The Harbor-masters’ bill was censidered in Com: 
mittee of the Whole, and was amended by Col. 
Murphy so asto give the Governor the appo nting 
and the Senate the confirming power. In this shape 
it was ordered to athira reading. The salaries of 
Harbor-masters was fixed at $2,500, and that of the 
Captain of the Port at $3,500. Their term of office 
was fixed at two years, and that of the Captain at 
three. It is believed that the bill will go through 
both branches of the Legislature in this shape 
without much opposition. 

The Quinn bill, requiring stone that is intended 
for the public buildings of municipalities in this 
State to be cut at or near the spot on which itis to 
be used, was killed in Committee of the Whole, 
aftera heavy discharge of demagoguery by some 
of the professed friends of the*working men.

EDSON’S CHARTER AMENDMENTS, 

THE MAYOR OF NEW-YORK. SPEAKS ON THEM 
BEFORE THE CITIES COMMITTEE. 

ALBANY, April 17.—The Assembly chamber 
was occupied to-night by the Committee on Cities, 
who listened to arguments for and against the 

Edson New-York Charter amendments. A num 
ber of members of the Legislature were present, 
and paid close attention to the arguments of the 


speakers. 

Mayor Edson said he appeared before the com- 
mittee to urge legisiation that would simplify and 
purity the Government of the City of New-York. 
He read the Assembly resolution calling upon bim 
to suggest necessary legislation, in his judgment 
te achieve such reforms. In response to that comr 
munication, he said, he bad sent the bill which wat 
under consideration to-night. It had been Dre 

ared after a reat deal of thought and preparation. 

t was weil known to the people of New-York 
that the laws under which the City was governed 
were extravagant and irresponsible. New-York 
City. he said, was governed by commissions, somé 
cousisiing of three and four Commissioners, ane 
thus a divided responsibility exists. These Com 
missiowers are named by the Mayor and confirmes 
by rhe Board of Aldermen. For the past i2 yeara 
he sald, nominations by Mayors were only cop)” 
firmed hy concessions. considerations, and bai 
gains.

vernment of cities is practically the same as 
inn ago, and that the provisions were entirely 
equate.

int the heads of the departments of the City 

vernment without the intervention of any other 
wer. Iam eonvinced from my experience in of- 
. as woll as from my previous knowledge of the 
working of the present methods of City 
Government, that no lasting ean 
accomplished under any law that may be 
devised by the Legislature which contem- 
plates the accountability of the Mayor 
to the peopie for good government, and whieh at 
the same time practically piaces the appointing 
wer within the grasp of the Board of Aldermen. 
he present system is demoralizing and dangerous 
to the > interests because agreement be- 
tween the Mayor and the present confirming 
power must necessarily be based upon compro- 
mise and concession. This has been the case for 
the past 10 or 12 years, and during that period very 
few appointments have been made, except such as 
were the result of politieal eombinations 
and bargains, such as demoralize the pubilo 
service and deteriorate the character of public 
pervants. Any system which would cgmbine 
power and responsibility would be preferable to 
the present one. The interests of good, able, sim- 
ple. and efficient government would be greatly 
Berved by placing in the hands of the Board of 
Aldermen the sole power to appoint all heads of 
departments in the City of New-York rather than 
continue the present system, for this would be 
sombining power and responsibility in one body, 
and the people would then know where to lay the 
blame ri ignorant, ineflicient, or dishonest public 
officers were appointed. 

“But if the Mayor isto be held responsible for 
the good government of the City of New-York, and 
for the eharacter, integrity, and ability of those 
appointed to important public office. consistency 
should be observed and the law should coufer the 
power where it places the responsibility. Iam not 

rsonally anxious for this power, for 1 have neither 

ends to serve nor foes to punish, but I have, per- 

a pardonable pride in the great office which I 

hoid, and a desire to make it something more than 

it now is, an office the incumbent of which is held 

responsible for the acts of those whom he would 

not appoint, and over whom he has practically no 
sontrol.” 

Mr. M. C. Murphy asked the Mayor if he knew 
that the Board of Aldermen had the confirmatory 
power of the Mayor's nominees when he accepted 
the nomination for Mavor. 

Mayor Edson responded that he did, but as no 
platform of principles were given him to accept or 
reject he had adopted principles ot his own. 

Mr. Roosevelt inquired if he [the Mayor} thought 
it wise and proper to give the present Mayor the 
sole appointing power instead of a Mayor who 
should be eleeted on that specific understanding. 

Mayor Edson considered that it weuld be proper 
to place that power in the hands of the present 
Mayor. He was of the opinion that legislation 
should be for the present, not for two years hence. 
The necessities of two years hence might require 
other and different legislation. 

Mr. M. C. Murphy questioned the Mayor as to his 

jon on the suggested plan of making the heads 
all depariments elective. 

Mayor Edson thought the present system even 
preferable. 

Mr. John Cochrane said that while an Alderman 
af the City of New-York there might arise differ- 
ences between himself and the head of the City 
Government, but they were honest differences, 
and he would leave to the committee to say which 
were rizot. Ho did not believe the Common Coun- 
eil of New-York City was an unworthy custodian 
of its affairs; they were the insignia of the liberty 
of the people, and they had not worn it unworthi- 
Ir. In his opinion the Legislature had no 
power to take legislation of its own 
affairs from the people of a city, it 
would be revolutionary. The main question was: 
“Shall the power of confirmation be taken from 
the Board of Aldermen?’ Since 1664 that board 
had dischargea that duty, and in every charter 
granted New-York City from that time until 1870 
that power was incorporated and remained in 
force. Government is the delegated act of the 
people, forthe man who drops a ballot virtually 
legislates for the enforcement of his wishes. From 
that spring the executive and legislative forces of 
acommonwealth, Combine the two and legisla- 
tion is effective, separate them and the people's 
interests are endangered and damage is seen to fol- 


iw.

IN THE SENATE. 
‘THE SUPPLY BILL PASSED—A NOMINATION 
FOR JUDGE—A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 

AvBany, April 17.—The Supply bill was 
taken up as a special order in the Senate and or- 
dered to a third reading, with very little change 
from tne shape in which {t was reported from the 
Finance Committee. It is a very reasonable bill 
compared with some that have preceded it, the 
total sum of all the items amonnting to only a lit- 
fle over $500,000. About $100,000 has been added 
to it since it came from the Assembly. The $20,000 
sppropriation for the Catholic Protectory was 
passed over without a word of objection 
from any one, and, in fact, there was scaroe- 
ly ary diseussion on any of the items. 


The remainder of the morning session was mostly 
oceupied in the third reading of bills. Among 
those that passed was Mr. Koch's bill direeting the 
Commissiener of Public Works to iay out parks in 
Fourth-avenue from Fifty-sixth to Sixty-eighth 
street, similar to those over the tunnel. As- 
semblyman Haggerty’s Receiver’s bill was passed, 
and also the bil directing the payment of John 
Foley’s salary as Supervisor. A communication 
was received from Attorney-General Russell ask- 
ing for an increase of the clerical force of his 
office. made necessary by the new duties imposed 
mpon the office in connection with the Court of 
Claims. He asks for two more clerks at salaries of 
$2,500 each. . 

The Judiciary Committee reported favorably 
Mr. Grady’s bill providing for submitting to the 
voters of the State at the next general election the 
Question whether the contract system in the State 
prisons sha!] be abolished or not. On a motion to 
order it toa third reading it was objected that the 
decision. whatever it might be, would be of ne 
binding force or effect, except as a guide to future 
legislation. but the Judiciary Committee was of 
the opinion that the easiest and quickest way to 
ey ap end to the agitation Of the question would 

to let the people vote on it, feeling confident, as 
the committee does, that the proposition to abolish 
the contract system wii! be voted down by an over- 
wheiming majority. The bill was ordered to a 
third rBading. 

At the evening session of the Senate, Mr. Kier- 
nan moved to postpone the Grain Elevator bill, 
which had been made a special order for this even- 
ing, until Thursday evening next, en account of 
the illness of Mr. Titus. Mr. Roberts objected. He 
said this was not Mr. Titus’s bill, and it had been 
delaved long enough. If it was determined to 
kill the bill, it might as well be done now as at any 
othertime. It was finally agreed to make ita special 
order for to-morrow evening. Mr. Jacobs intro- 
duced a bill, which by unanimous consent was read 
& third time and passed, giving the consent of the 
State to the purchase by the United States Gov- 
ernment of land in Brooklyn fora Post Office. The 
Senate passed Mr. Koeh's bill empowering the 
Governor to appoint 200 additional notaries for 
New-York City, and that all notaries hereafter ap- 

inted for that City shall pay $5 into the State 
easury. The bijl incorporating the Grand Con- 
servatory of Music in New-York City was passed. 

The Supply bill came up for a third reading, 
when Mr. Grady moved to recommit with instruc- 
tions to insert an item of $15,000 to be paid to Mrs. 
Martha Washington, of Texas, for certain relies of 
George Washington now owned by her, and con- 
sisting of clothing, jewelry, letters, &c., the money 
to be paid on the certificate of Horatio Seymour, 
A. B. Cornell, and Gen. Slocum that the relics are 

enuine. Mr. MacArthur inquired if the famous 

atchet was among the relies. Mr. Jacobs said 
they had been offered to the State once before. 
and it was decided that they were ‘‘bogus.” The 
Amendment was lost by a vote of 8 
to 19 On motion of Mr. Jseobs an 
Item was added giving $5,000 to the 
Attorney-General’s office for additional clerks; 
Bisoan item of $11,000 for the water-works com- 
my of Albany for supplying water to the New 
apitol for three years past; also, an item of $26,- 
000 for the maintenance of the New Capitol Build- 
ing; also an item of $9,000 for an armory in Fush- 
ing, Leng Island.

He was confirmed without oppos!- 
tion. Judge Avery isa Tammany Democrat and 
was urged for the place by Willard Johnson. This 
is the third Democratic Judge that Gov. Cleveland 
bas nominated to fill vacancies caused by resigna- 
tion or death of Republican Judges. Republican 
Senators express the opinion that if the Governor 
is really so a of party as he would like

indevendence by nominating a Republican

INSURANCE ON STEAM-BOATS. 

The Fire Underwriters’ Tariff Association, 
at its meeting yesterday, advanced the rate on 
river, harbor, and Sound steam-boats to $1 75 per 
$100 of insurance, the rate heretofore being from 
60 cents to $1. It was also degided to reduce the 


eommission and brokerage on this class of business 
from 25to 10 per eent. By the advance in rates and 
reduction in eommission it iscomputed that the in- 
come of the companies from this branch of their 
business will be increased about 8744 per cent. 
Steam-boat underwriting has been so unprofitable 
of late years that several companies have ceased 
transacting it. There are 24 fire insurarce com- 
panies which have no affiliation with the Tariff 
Association, although 12 of them claim to write at 
tariff rates, and of the remaining 12 five or six do 
not write risks on steam-boats atall. It is thoucht 
that a few of the companies which have no fixed 
rate or settled method will continue to issue 
Speen on steam-boats on the best terms that can 
obtained from the owners,

TALKING ABOUT EMERSON 


—_ ————~> + 
HOLMES’S TRIBUTE TO THE 
POET-PHILOSOPHER. 
THE NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB LISTEN- 
ING TO AN ANALYSIS OF THE WORKS 
OF RALPH WALDO EMERSON. 

The spacious parlors of the residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Courtlandt Paimer, No. 117 East Twenty- 
first-street, contained a large and distinguished 
company last night. The occasion—the final meet- 
ing this season of the Nineteenth Century Club— 
was marked by the presence of Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, who read ap interesting paper on the late 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. Among the ladies and 
gentlemen present were the Hon. John Bigelow and 
wife, Chief-Justice Charles P. Daly and wife, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. W. Appleton, Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Brander Matthews, Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Higginson, 
Chauncey M. Depew, Mr. Parke Godwin, W. H. 
Bishop, the Rev. J. P. Newman, the Rev. M. K. 
Schermerhorn, Dr. and Mrs. Weir, Mrs. 8, D. 
Thatcher, Gen. George Cullum, John Taylor John- 
ston, Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Whitney, Mr. and Mrs. 
Chandler, Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Pellew, the Hon. Perry 
Belmont, Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Porter, and Mr. Cyrus 
W. Field. The exercises were opened by Mr. 
Courtlandt Palmer, President of the club, who with 
his complimentary introduction of the distin- 


guished essayist of the evening coupled a brief but 
earnest tribute tothe memory and works of Em- 
erson. 

Dr. Holmes showed the curious relation between 
the rhythms of verse and respiration. The “ fatal 
facility” of octosyllabic verse, he said. was owing 
to the fact that we breathe now 16 to 20 timesin a 
minute, and read about the same number of these 
lines at our ordinary rate of reading in the same 

riod of time. so that we allow one breath, that 
sone expiration, to each line. Itis the easiest 
measure to read aloud, and in_ silent 
mental articulation the same kind of facil- 
ity is felt. Poetry is to rose what 
the so-called ‘full dress” of the ball-room 
isto the piainest garments of the household and 
the street. It shows less clothing and more orna- 
ment. “ Full dress’? is that which is so full of 
beauty that it cannot hold it all, and some of its 
redundancy overflows the margin of its silken or 
other receptacle. The pearl or diamond necklace 
excuges the liberal allowance of undisguised na- 
ture, justas the poet reveals bis hidden self in 
verse, and trusts to his imagination and the beauty 
of his rhythms and rhymes to justify and com- 
mend his self-exposure. We have in Emer- 
son, sai the essayist, a master singer. 
The difference between his poetry and that 
of others with whom he might naturally be com- 
pared is that of algebra and arithmetic. Dr. 
Holmes presumed that the reasons why Ralph 
Waldo Emerson was led to write verses were part- 
ly an instinctive movement and partly because 
Emerson wanted greater freedom than prose 
allowed him. The reader of his early essay, 
‘* Nature,” will see by what process he passed from 
proseto poetry. The fascination of Em erson’s 

etry was in its spiritual depth and sincerity, and 
ts all-pervading symbolism. Nothing was vulgar 
if he touched it. If he were given a milking- 
stool or an ale-house bench to sit upon he 
would throw his imperial purple over it and 
it became a throne. Emerson united a keen eye 
for the everyday aspeets of nature and an almost 
child-like enjoyment of them. His eye was always 
that of the poet, not that of a man of science. Em- 
erson’s poems were like some of our stained glava 
windows, in which the picture may be bard to 
make out, but the effect is beautiful and im- 
ressive, and the light shining through them is 
ight from heaven. Dr. Holmes pointed out va- 
rious resemblances between poems of Emerson 
and those of other writers, and he remarked: 
** Recognizing all these resemblances Emerson is, 
notwithstanding, one of the most original of poets.”’ 
In conelusion the essayist said of Emerson: ‘' His 
writings in prose and verse are worthy of all honor 
and admiration, but his manhood was the noblest 
of ali his high endowments.”’ Dr. Holmes’s paper 
was listened to with tbe most attentive interest. 
It was freely punctuated by appreciative applause, 
and at its close there was a hearty round of hand- 
clapping. 

Mr. Parke Godwin thought it a thankless task to 
try to speak of Ralph Waldo Emerson's qualities 
after such a masterly analysis of the poet-philoso- 
pnher'’s character as had heen given by Dr. iohenes. 
He recailea an incident many years ago when 
Emerson and he were “snowed in” together 
for three days on a Western railway 
journey. He then had an opportunity of talk- 
ng with Emerson. and obtained an insight 
into his inner self. He was satisfied that Emerson 
was not only a philosopher and a poet. but that his 

hilosophy was steeped in poetry. The Hon. Jonn 
Bigolow spoke briefly in eulogy of Emerson, whose 
works, both in prose and poetry, he ap- 
preciated and admired. In response to nu- 
merous calls, Mr. Chauncey M. Depew took 
the floor and elicited laughter and applause 
alternately by one of his characteristic speeches. 
He said that he found it very difficult to talk unless 
he could have somebody to fight, and be was cer- 
tain that there was nobody in tho City of New- 
York who wanted to fight Dr. Holmes. He did not 
know much about Emerson, whose abstruseness, 
be must own, was too much for his intellect. He 
did know about Oliver Wendell Holmes, however, 
and he bad always understood him. He had not 
studied Plato, and Aristotle, and other profound 
philosophers very closely, but he had obtained his 
philosophy of life from the “* autocrat of the break- 
fast table.” Mr. Depew dwelt upon the greatness 
of New-York City, and said that one of the 
things that it lacked was Dr. Holmes. New-Yorkers 
were willing that Boston should have her common. 
her Bunker Hill: monument, her Beacon Hill, and 
even her Ben Butler, but they envied her the pos- 
session of Oliver Wendell Holmes. The speaker 
hoped that the taste that the distinguished visitor 
had recently got of Metropolitan life would induce 
him to come here and live. Dr. Holmes returned 
thanks for the cordiality of hie greeting. He said 
that he felt quite overcome by the kindnesses that 
had been showered upon him during his stay in 
this City. He was almost ih the condition of the 
yeung lady who was asphyxiated by the over- 
whelming odors of rich and beautiful flowers.

Permit me to say that [I have neither the purpose 
nor desire to become one of the additional Surro- 
gates, nor have I advocated the passage of the act 


for any sueh purpose as is imputed to me, nor did 
any such proposed leyvisiation originate with me. 
On the courteous invitation of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Assembly I appeared before that 
body to give my views of the pending Dill. dis- 
claiming its advocacy, but stating that I appeared 
on their invitation in the light of an expert wit- 
ness. On the same occasion 1 was requested to 
appear before the Senate Judiciary Committee for 
the same purpose, and did so. expressed the 
opinion that the proposed act would afford neces- 
sary relief to the Surrogate, faeilitate the dispatch 
of business by an appropriate method and with 
economy to litigants.

The following delegates were elected to the 
General Synod, which meets in June at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y.: Ministers—The Kevs.

Geyer; Elders—John Van Nest, William Wood, A. 
C. Wood, and x. N. Perlee. To the Par- 
ticular Synod—The Revs. E. B. Coe, J. 
R. Duryee. G. H. Smyth, and oO. H. 
Wolser; Elders—Charles A. Colby. Floyd 
Clarkson, A.C. Delavan, and Edward Kreischer. 
Reports from the ehurches in the Classis showed 
them to be prospering, and that Jarge accessions 
in membership bad taken place. According to the 
reports, 614 new members were received, of which 
number 462 were reeeived on confession of faith 
and 152 by certificate from other churches.

The schedules of assets and liabilities of the 
insolvent firm of Williston, Enight & Co., of Nos. 
74 and 76 Worth-street, were filed in the Court of 
Common Pleas‘ yesterday. The assets are goods 
and open aceounts nominally worth $115,247 74, 
but are really worth only $84,320. This differ- 


ence in values is stated by the insolvent merchants 
to result from the fact that the goods will not bring 
their proper prices ata forced sale. The liabili- 
ties of the firm are $185,473 22, principaliy on 
drafts accepted by banksin Massachusetts and 
Connecticut. The contingent liabilities of the firm 
are $26,000, on three notes, made by H. W. Knight 
and indorsed with the firm name of Willisten, 
Knight & Co. Two of these for $80,000 are held by 
the Central National Bank of this City, and one for 
$6,000 by William A. Newell, of Brooklyn. The 
security for their payment is 300 shares of the stock 
of the Williston & Knight Company, of Massachu- 
setts, which is now insolvent, and 75 shares of 
the stock of the Mill River Button Company. The 
maker of the notes—H. Williston Knight—was 
formerly a member of the insolvent firm. which is 
now composed of his father, Horatio G. Knight 
and Frank P. Tenney. It was his fraudulent use of 

he paper and name of the firm that caused it to 
Sede insolvent. He is uow a fugitive 


TAREE CURIOUS JUDGMENTS. 
SS 
EXTRAORDINARY LITIGATION OVER 74 CASKS 
OF SUGAR OF LEAD. 

In February, 1881, Marcellus Massey was 
Receiver in an action pending in the Supreme 
Court, and as such Receiver bad 128 casks of sugar 
of lead piaced in the hands of Lock wood & Mc- 
Clintock, of No. 176 Pearl-street, for sale. It ap- 
pears by the papers on file in the Queen County 
Clerk's office that by orders entered on Feb. 23, 
1881, said action was settled and discontinued, 
and that the Receiver, by order of the court, de- 
livered to the Brooklyn White Lead Company 
whatever moneys and property he had in his hands, 


ineluding an accepted order on Lockwood & Mc- 
Clintock to render their account to that company. 
Tho Receiver’s accounts were filed and adjusted, 
and the Receiver was discharged. Messrs. Cullen, 
Bergen & Dykman were the attorneys for the 
Brooklyn White Lead Company. This company in- 
stituted un action in the Supreme Court of Kings 
County against the Manhattan Chemical Company 
and Lockwood & McClintock to set aside the sale 
of 74 casks of sugar of lead made by Lockwood & 
McClintock to the Manhattan Chemieal Company, 
upon the grounds that the members of the firm were 
officers of the company, and in November, 1881, 
judgment was rendered in the plaintiff’s favor, re- 
scinding that sale. 

The Brooklyn White Lead Company and the Man- 
hattan Chemical Company were both residents of 
New-York, and an action would not lie in Kings 
County if the defendants objected. Therefore, an 
assignment by the Broeklyn White Lead Company 
to Samuel A. Avila, of Brooklyn, was made, but it 
appears by the papers that he refused to accept the 
74 casks of sugar of lead (the market value of sugar 
oflead having depreciated) and commenced an 
action inthe Supreme Court of Kings County de- 
manding from Lockwood & MeClintock the pro- 
ceeds realized by them on their sale of the 74 casks 
of sugar of Jead to the Manhattan Company, whicn 
sale had been set aside and declared puli and void 
by the former judgment of November. 1881. Al- 
though the defendants alleged, and it was 
admitted, that the 74 casks were thejidentical ones 
adjudicated upon in the first action, and pleadea 
the judgment in said action whereby they were 
ordered and directed to deliver the sugar of lead, 
yet on the 26th of June, 1882, judgment was entered 
against Lockwood & McClintock for $8,042 99, the 
proceeds of the sale which a short time before had 
been set aside as null and void by the same court. 
Thus by two different judgments of the same 
court, and both still in foree, the defendants 
were directed to deliver up the 71 casks of 
sugar of lead, and also to pay the value of the 
same. From this second judgment the defendants 
appealed. Thereupon a third action was com- 
meneed in the same court against the Manbattan 
Chemical Company for a conversion of the sugar 
of lead arising out of the sale the court ratified by 
the second judgment. The defendants in all the 
previous proceedings applied to the court for a 
stay until the appeal on the previous case could be 
heard, but this was refused. On March 24 of this 
year the third action came on for .trial, and 
although defendants pleaded and urged the two 
tormer judgments obtained for the same cause of 
action, yet on April 10 a third judgment was ob- 
tained for the further amount of $8,828 08, includ- 
ing costs and allowances, thus making three judg- 
ments fer the one cause of action, something 
which, lawyers say, is unparaileled in the history 
of litigation, and which violates all well-settled 
principles of jurisprudence.

The coffin, of red cedar, with gold mount- 
ings, was placed in the parlor on the first 
floor, and was surrounded with a profusion of 
beautiful floral designs, among which were a pil- 
low of immortelles and lilac, with the inscription 
“Our Employer'tand Friend,” a broken column 5 
feet in height surmounted by a dove taking flight, 
and an open Bible, from the Baptist Sunday-school 
in Greenpoint, of which Mr. Street was formerly 
Superintendent.. To the right was a crayon por- 
trait of the deceased man, framed in crape and 
ivy and surmeunted by flowers. The services were 
opened by reading from the Seriptures by the Rev. 
D. C. Hughes, whieh was followed by a sermon 
by the Rev. Emory Haines, who spoke 
feelingly of the strong affection displayed by Mr. 
Street toward his wife ard family, his early strug- 
gles, and the influence of his marriage upon his 
life-work. Only the night before he died he had 
told his wife how impossible it was that he could 
ever have been happy without her. He had not 
feared death, but bad looked forward with calm- 
ness totheend. The services closed with prayer 
by the Key.

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CLOSING A FREE DORMITORY. 

The managers of the Free Dormitory for 
Destitute Young Men, which was closed last 
month after an existence of 10 years, have pub- 
lished a short history of their labors. The dormi- 
tory was organized through the efforts and liver- 


ality of the late Frederick P. Terry, and was opened 
at No. 185 Spring-street on the evening of March 7, 
1873. Subsequently ite quarters were at No. 134 
Bowery, and in May, 1882, the quarters were re- 
moved to No. 243 Bowery. With the giving up of 
the work of the society the beds, bedding, furni- 
ture, &c. were distributed to the Bowery Branch of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association and the Flor- 
ence Night Mission for their use in similar work. 
The Free Dormitory was the first of the cheup 
lodging-houses where cleanliness. was made a 
characteristic. Now that there are so many oth- 
ers its abolition was decided upon. During the 10 
years of its existence it has furnished 78,107 lodg- 
ings to 11,829 different men, baths to 4,166, gar- 
ments to 4,096, has sent 747 to hospitals, and fur- 
pished situations to 5,083 men. The work has been 
such as to reform a large number of young men, 
and save many others from a downward career 
upon which they had entered through discourage- 
ment and inability to succeed in the careers of iife 
they had chosen. The managers have hundreds of 
letters from such men expressing their gratitude 
for assistance and encouragement.

SUING A CONEY ISLAND ROAD. 

The New-York and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany owns a short railroad that runs from Bay 
Ridge to Coney Island in connection with the Sea 
Beach Railroad. It maintained a ferry from Pier 
No. 1 East River to Bay Ridge. Coa) for ite ferry- 
boats was supplied by the firm of Whitney & Kem- 


merer. Not receiving payment for its coal, that 
firm sued the railroad eempany and obtained a 
judgment for $4,000. Execution upon this judg- 
ment was issned, and the railroad company's 
jease of Piers No. 1 and 2 East River 
was levied upon and sold. ‘The lease had 
been mortgaged, and after the sale it was found 
that the railroad company’s equity of redemption 
was only sufficient to pay the Sheriff's fees. Mr. 
J. Adriance Bush, attorney for Messrs. Whitney & 
Kemmerer, then moved for the appointment of a 
Recelver of the railroad. This motion was to 
bave been argued before Judge Barrett, in Su- 
reme Court, Chambers, yesterday, but Mr. Rastus 
Ransom, attorney for the railread company, ob- 
tained an adjournment until next Monday. To 
secure the plaintiffs until the determination of the 
motion, Judge Barrett granted an order restrain- 
ing the railroad company from marketing $130,000 
of its bonds now in the hands of the Central Trust 
Company, and from in any other way disposing of 
or altering its assets. 
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TREGLOWN TO BE HANGED TO-DAY. 
James Treglown, the convicted murderer of 
Minnie Chergwin, isto be hanged in the jail-yard 
at Morristown, N.J., this morning. The gallows 
was erected yesterday, asd all necessary propara- 
tions have been made forthe final scene. The 


execution wili take place at 10 o’clock, and will be 
as private as possible, only those who are per- 
mitted by law to be witnesses having secured 
tickets of admission. Treglown is resigned to his 
fate, and 1s quoted as having declared that he 
would rather be hanged than.suffer a life-long im- 
prisonment, He spenos much of his time in writ- 
ing letters to his friends. He is said to have made 
a statement to the effect that his testimony en the 
stand that he and Henry James, his rival, had been 
improperly intimate with the girl was false. He 
says that on the day of the murder he left the 
house ahead of Minnie and James, and lay in wait 
for them till he saw them coming along the canal 
bank. Then he stepped up behind them and pre- 
sented his pistol at James's head. James tied and 
the girl seized Treglown. He fired, shooting her 
inthe mouth. They struggled till both fell into the 
canal. He freed himself from her ho!d in the wa- 
ter,and leaving her to drown he swam tothe 
shore and ran away. 
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THE CITY UNIV@RSITY. 

A meeting of the Council of the University 
of the City of New-York was held last evening in 
the university building. The Rey. Dr. Roderick 
Terry, Pastor of the South Reformed Chureh; Mr. 
William 8. Opdyke, and Mr. Elbert .B. Monroe 


were elected Councilmen to fill vacancies. The 
resignation of Mr. George H. Moore, a Council- 
man, was received and will be acted upon at the 
next meeting. A _ resignation was received 
trom Dr. J. W. 8. Arnold, of the Medical Fac- 
ulty. He was made an Emeritus Professor 
of Physiology, and Dr. Lewis <A. Stim- 
son elected to the chair thus made vacant. 
A discussion took place as to the needs of the unl- 
versity, and a committee, consisting of William A. 
Wheelock. Peter Carter. and Charlies Butler, was 
appointed to consider the endowment of the insti- 
tution and prepare a report concerning its wants. 
Special attention was called to the fact that this 
year was the semi-centennial of the graduation of 
the First Class of the institution, and, therefore, a 
fitting time to make an effort toward placing the 
university on a sound financial basis and securing 
the necessary improvements for want ef which the 
university has suffered in the past. Permission

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THE STAR ROUTE EVNWENCE NEAR: 
LY COMPLETE. 

A DAY SPENT IN REBUTTING THE TESTIMONY 
FOR THE DEFENSE—LIGHT ON THE FA- 
MOUS ‘‘J. B. B.”’ CHECK. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James was called to the stand by the prosecu- 
tion in the star route trial to-day and requested to 
state whose signature was attached to the telegrams 
shown to him by Rerdell on the train from New- 
York to Washington in June, 1881. Mr. Ingersoll 
objected because this was an attempt to prove the 
contents of the telegrams without proper founda- 
tion. Mr. Merrick argued that the offer was proper, 
that the foundation bad been laid. Mr. Ingersoll 
maintained that all evidence of the fact that Dor- 
sey had sent the dispatches was purely collateral: 
they had not been spoken of by Dorsey in his di- 


rect examination; the only reference to them was 
made during the cro@s-examination. It was. there- 
fore, a collateral matter, and, as such, could not 
be inquired into. Mr. Bliss pointed to the fact that 
the destruction of all telegrams had been shown, 
and said that it was now impossible to prove that 
such telegrams had ever been sent except by the 
person who sent them. Upon'the question of the 
collateral nature of Dorsey’s evidence, Mr. Bliss 
based am argument of some length, maintaining 
that the witness being a defendant, and therefore 
shielded from a summons by the Government, ee- 
eupied a position different from ordinary witness- 
es, and that it was not for him [Dorsey] to say that 
it was too late for the prosecution to introduce 
proof of the contents of the telegrams. 

Mr. Ingersoll had no objection to a statement of 
the contents of the telegrams by the prosecution 
as a part of their offer. Of course, the jury would 
pay no attention to it unless it was proved. Mr. 
Merrick accdrdingly stated the contents of the dis- 
patches as follows: ‘The first telegram, one of 
them, [they were delivered together,| was to this 
effect: *Get,.off the train at once and return to 
New-York, and (I think) all is forgiven you.’ The 
second was: ‘ Return at once to New-York. For 
God’s sake, do nothing to injure me and my 
friends. Don’t persevere in your course.’ ” 

The court said that the evidence if admitted 
wouldionly apply to Dorsey and to a eircumstance 
aside from the conspiracy; something that had oc- 
curred after the conspiracy; something that had 
occurred after the conspiracy and not in its course. 
Of course the court had a large discretionary 
power in such matters, and if the prosecution 
could assure it that the evidenee had been inad- 
vertently admitted the court would exercise that 
power. But there wasno such inadvertence; the 
Government had gone as far with the proof as they 
were able when James and Rerdell were under ex- 
amination. Upon Dersey’s eross-examination 
the fact was brought out that he had 
sent two telegrams. They had not asked him 
as to their contents, and therefore could 
not contradict him. The evidence appeared 
to be offered to corroborate, to strengthen the 
Government's case as given in chief. The defense 
had not put itself behind the telegrams: so this 
evidence was not calculated to attack their evi- 
dence. Therules governing the admission of re- 
butting evidence were very clear, and unless an 
offer fell within those rules it must be rejected, 
except it be shown that it had been omitted in the 
originai case through inadvertence, The offer was 
therefore overruled. 

In atswer to Mr. Bliss, the witness said that 
when he arrived in New-York in June, 1881, he met 
Inspector Newcomb. Mr. Ingersoll asked to have 
this statement stricken from the record. and a long 
argument ensued. Mr. Ingersoll charged that the 
presecution was trying to prove an alibi for Rerdell, 
to corroborate him py proving that he lied. In re- 
sponse to a request from the court, Mr. Bliss ex- 
plained that his offer was to prove a direct eontra- 
diction of Torrey. 

After recess the court ssid thatthe mere fact of 
the contradiction of a witness (Rerdell) by another 
witness (Torrey) was no sufiicient ground for the 
admission of corroborating evidence by the Gov- 
ernment during rebuttal. That was the objeet of 
the present offer, and it should have been made 
during the presentation of the Government’s case. 
The offer was therefore overruled and Mr. James 
was excused. 

Judge Juilus B. Bissell, of Leadville, was called. 
He had known Stephen W. Dorsey. Mr. Merrick 
asked if he had ever seen a check for $3,000 drawn 
by Dorsey.: 

Mr. Ingerso]l objected, but when Mr. Merrick ex 
Diained that he proposed to prove that such a check 
had been jrawn and had been known as the Belford 
check, he said, ** Let him swear to it.”” Mr. Wilson 
renewed the objection and an argument followed. 
Mr. Merrick replied that the defense had produced 
a great number of checks with a great display, but 
two or three were missing, and they might have 
been important. He wished to contradict Dorsey 
when he said that no checks had been drawn to 
the order of “J. B. B.” 

** There ‘is no such check,"’ said Mr. Ingersoll. 

‘*T will give $10,000 for that check, I make that 
offer now,” exclaimed S. W. Dorsey. who sat be- 
side his counse]. 

Mr. Bliss said that the stub-bocks showed a cheek 
drawn to “J. B. B.””. He would not say who “ J. 
B. B,”. represented, but he would admit that he 
did not now believe that it meant Belford. 

The court decided to allow the inquiry, and the 
witness said that he had seen a check drawn by 8. 
W. Dorsey to the order of “J. B. B.”’ or bearer. 
Did not know the exact amount of tho check, but 
it was in the neighborhood of $2,000. It was 
to be divided among four gentlemen, and one of 

, them (not witmess) was to collect it. The money 
was drawn in Leadviile. Saw Dorsey sign the 
check or draft; was not certain which it was, as it 
only reraained in his hands for asecond, That 
was about June, 1879. Judge Bowen, afterward 
Senator Bowen, was one of the gentlemen. 

To Mr. Ingersoll—At the conolusion {here the 


witness hesitated and smiled] his [witness's] inl-- 


tials were placed upon the check, and Dorsey sug- 
gested that Charles W. Tankersley, one of the par- 
ty, collect the check. Did not know on what bank 
the check was drawn. The J, B. B. check had been 
given to Tankersley because he was Dorsey’s attor- 
ney and it had to he colleeted out of town. 

“Yes, it wasa drafton New-York for $1,500,” 
interjected S. W. Dersey. 

Mr. Bliss said that with the exception of proof of 
the contents of the Clendennin letter, the prosecu- 
tion had concluded. ‘he court then adjourned.

ARCHITECT HILL’S TROUBLES. 
THE CHARGES MADE AGAINST HIM BY THE 
HON. T. H. MURCH AND OTHERS. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges against Super- 
vising Architeet Hill met at the Treasury Depart- 
ment this morning and mapped out a plan of pro- 
cedure. It was decided to conduct the investiga- 
tion with open doors, between the hours of 10 A. 
M. and 1 P. M. daily, and allow representatives of 


the press and other interested persons to attend 
the sessions. The committee will meet again to- 
morrow morning, at which time the charges will 
be read and a day set for the taking of testimony. 
The investigation will probably begin next Mon- 
day. The charges preferred by ex-Repre- 
sentative Murch were made public to-day. 
They are classed under five different heads 
substantially as follows: First—General charges of 
corruption, fraud, and extravagance against a ring 
in the architect’s office, composed of Assistant 
Secretary Frence, Architect Hill, Assistant Archi- 
tect Jacobs, A. G. Thomson, M. H. Powers, B. T. 
Little, Gannon, Chureh, Jordon, Bartlett, Robbins 
& Co., and others. Second—That Hillcorruptly ad- 
ministers the patronage of his office against the 
interests of the United States. Third—That con- 
tractors known to be guilty of fraud were espe- 
cially favored by the augervisiat architect, having 
been largely overpai and otherwise cor- 
ruptly benefited. Fourth—That unskilled and in- 
competent persons are knowingly employed in the 
architect’s office and paid at rates due the ecompe- 
tent; persons paid who hold sinecures and do 
other work for which they are paid. Fifth, that con- 
tracts have been let in violation of law to persons 
not the lowest bidders, and that prices have been 
paid for labor and material known to have been 
extortionate and excessive; that vouchers have 
been paia for labor and materials never furnished, 
and that vouchers, bids, and contracts have been 
unlawfully and corruptly altered to benefit con- 
tractors. Among ‘the contractors alleged to have 
been improperly favored are the following: Cape 
Ann Granite Company, the Dix Island Granite 
Company, Bodwell Granite Company, Hurricane 
Island Granite Company, Old Dominion Granite 
Company, the Westham Granite Company, Col- 
lins Granite Company, Clarke Island Granite 
Company, and Bartlett, Robbins & Co, 
One of the specifications alleges that the per- 
sons named in the “ring” and their associates 
have exacted fees, commissions, percentages, pres- 
ents, shares, &¢., from contractors. Another 
specification is that employes in the offiee have 
used Government time and materials in the de- 
signing and construction of private dwellings. 
Among the witnesses named are Secretary Folger, 
Senator Dawes, A. B. Mullett, W. G. Steinmetz, T. 
Hl. Oakshott, J. M. Wilbur, Joseph Worms, J. W. 
Barton, Michael Giblin, T. L. James, and T. H. 
Murch. 

The charges preferred by Whital!, Tatem & Co., 
of Philadelphia, relate tothe contract for furnish- 
ing iron shutters for the Custom-house at Cincin- 
nati. They are as follows: 

3 k were opened Dec. 11, 1882. There 
oresniour babeuns. The lowest bid was,31¥74,666, made 
by Manly & Cooper, of Philadelphia. The next lowest 
was $146,640, made by the United States Fire-proof 
Shutter Company of Boston. The agent of 
the latter company demanded a fire test, 
which was thereupon ordered by the Super- 
vising Architect. Pending the test, the Phila- 
delphia company were approached by the agent 
of the Boston company and offered a bribe of $4,500 
to withdraw their bid, being assured they would not 
lose standing in the Supervising Architect's office by 
so doing. The Sapervie ng Architect was subsequent- 
ly officially nottfied of this transaction. The con- 
tract was, however, awarded to the Boston company, 
notwithstanding their bid was $21,000 in excess of that 
of the Philade!phia company. The Philadelphia com- 
pany further siate that they have credible informa- 
tion that no fire test of any kind was actually made 
of the shutters, and that the shutters aubmitted by 
the Beston company did pot answer the description 
elther of the specifications or the Supervising Archi- 
tect’s requirements subsequently determined upon.

The American Iron and Steel Association, 
In their annual report, give a very candid 
statement of the causes which have produced 
s reaction in their industries. They may be 
summed up in the statement that the extraor- 
dinary activity which set in in 1879 led to 
an increase in the capacity for production 
greater than the increase in the demand for 
the goods produced, to which must be added 
an unfavorable harvest in 1881, lessening the 
power of railway extension and the in- 
ducement to it. The association regret the 
reduction in the tariff which took place at 
the late session of Congress, but they look 
with hope to the future, to the increased

of the charter amendments proposed by him- 
self was the obvious and forcible one that 
power and responsibility should be com- 
bined. The Mayor, as the executive head 
of the municipal administration, should be 
responsible for its conduct, but in order to 
‘be so he must have the power to select those 
who direct the affairs of the several de- 
partments of that administration. The 
argument is simply unanswerable, and no- 
body attempts to answer it. Talking about 
theories and institutions and the character 
of the Aldermen is from the purpose. It is 
a fact that with divided responsibility the 
Mayor cannot select the men whom ke nom- 
inally appoints, cannot hold them to their 
duty, cannot direct the course of the admin- 
istration, and cannot, therefore, be held re- 
sponsible for it. Until the evil is corrected 
we shall not have decent local government. 


The bill extending the franchises of the 
Broadway Underground Railway Company 
passed the Assembly yesterday. Jt author- 
izes the arcade plan for the construction of 
its line. It is a fascinating idea, that of a 
well-ventilated and well-lighted basement 
story to Broadway, in which there should be 
four railroad tracks for express, way, and 
freight trains propelled without steam loco- 
motives, sidewalks for pedestrians, and acces- 
sible vaults for all the underground pipes. 
If it could be achieved by a magical process 
inasingle night it would doubtless be a 
very great thing, but there are practical 
considerations which cannot be overlooked, 
the most serious of which is the inevitable 
interruption and embarrassment of surface 
travel on our most crowded thoroughfare 
for along period of time. Some of the ob- 
jections urged by the Commissioners against 
the tunnel plan seem to hold equally good 
against this, and the haste with which the 
bill was passed, together with the character 
of its chief supporters, is calculated to 
excite distrust. Its merits should be care- 
fully scrutinized and every possible safe- 
guard for public interests should be insisted 
upor before a project of this magnitude and 


importance is formally sanctioned. 

There are 21 companies in this City 
engaged in business requiring the trans- 
mission of electric currents along wires 
suspended in the air. Sooner or later 
the net-work of wires and the unsight- 
ly masts must come down. At this late 
day the companies are discussing plans 
for putting the wires underground. There 
are various obstacles in the way, the chief 
difficulty being found in bringing to- 
gether many wires conveying currents of 
greatly varying strength in one. But a 
meeting of practical electricians, represent- 
ing various companies engaged in the busi- 
ness of transmitting electricity, is to be held 
in this City this week. The Board of Al- 
dermen have pretended to cede a perpetual 
monopoly of the streets underground to a 
single individual, who calls himself a cor- 
poration. Nevertheless, if the 21 corpo- 
rations find a feasible way to free the City 
from the metallic net now covering it they 


TOO MUVH TRUTH. 


The free trade Democrats who were the 
guests of the Iroquois Club at Chicago on 
Friday last are too sensitive by half. Poli- 
tics, particularly Illinois politics, are not 
conducted on the principle of a german. 
Gentlemen who imagine that they can get 
together a hundred of the free sons of the 
West and have them go through a pro- 
gramme fixed beforehand, with all the favors 
for the political Oscar Wildes, are very 
much mistaken, and it does not make 
the matter any better to drop their so- 
ciety manners and swear like common 
people because a blunt, outspoken person, 
like Mr. CanTER Harrison, stands up and 
tells them a good deal of plain truth. The 
banquet of the Iroquois was intended to be 
a grand send-off for the free trade doctrine 
in the West, and a number of more or less 
moving speeches were made in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. These seem to 
have met with considerable applause, and it 
is probable that they suited the greater num- 
ber of those present. But they did not suit 
Mayor Harrison, and when he got a 
chance to speak, very late in the even- 
ing, he frankly declared that that 
doctrine would split the Democratic Party. 
He sustained his prediction by some pointed 
reminiscences of the campaign of 1880, the 
terrible Hancock letter, and the cowardice 
of the party managers in Pennsylvania and 
New-Jersey and elsewhere. 

Doubtless this was bitter, but it was true. 
The full report of Mr. Harrison's remarks 
and his explanation of them appear in the 
Chicago papers of Sunday. There was 
nothing in «what he said that every 
man at the banquet sufficiently sober 
to know anything did not know 
to be correct. The Mayor's. manner 
was very emphatic, and his language was 
not refined, but we suppose the Iroquois 
managers knew pretty well beforehand what 
to expect in this direction. Mr. Harrison’s 
ways are familiar in Chicago. He has not 
hidden himself in his closet these last half- 
dozen years. He has been heard on numer- 
ous occasions, and has a very clearly defined 
style. ‘* People,’’ as he would say, ‘‘ know 
where to find him.’’ No one can deny that 
he is a representative man, or that his 
party standing is good. He has just been 
elected, by an increased majority, for 
a third term as Mayor of Chicago, 
andsome of the able—editors who are now 
reviling him hailed his election a fortnight 
since asa triumph of Democracy. Decent 
people in Chicago are not very proud of 
him, and there seemed to bé a nearly unani- 
mous opinion in the press, and one wholly 
so in the pulpit, that he was the candidate of 

the gamblers and saloon-keepers and other 
evil classes. But he was the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate, and he had a sweeping ma- 
jority. We do not see how his right to 
speak for an important.portion of the De- 
mocracy can be questioned. And as to the

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your platform."’ Does any one doubt it? 
It happened once. Is there not good reason 
for saying that it may happen again? The fact 
is that the Democratic managers will not 
learn from experience. The party has been 
run for so many years asa mere machine 
that it has lost vitality. Its capacity to deal 
with great questions is very much weak- 
ened. It has béen brought face to face with 
this question of revenue time and again, and 
it has not been able recently to unite on any 
intelligible and consistent policy with ref- 
erence to it. It does not seem able to do so 
now. It was “‘split,”’ as Mr. Harrison 
says, in the last Congress. It will be ‘‘ split’ 
in the next. It does not destroy a fact to 
shut one’s eyes to it. The dilettanti, 
like Mr. Bayaxp and his hosts of the Iro- 
quois Club, would do a great deal better to 
take account of facts and to shape their 
course accordingly than to try to impose 
their peculiar ideas on their party by rhetor- 
ical display at prearranged banquets. Mr. 
Carter Harrison, for instance, is a fact 
which they have shown themselves wholly 
unable to handle. One hour’s candid study 
of him would be more profitable to them 
than a week of their speech-making. Above 
all there is no sort of use in trying to sup- 
press him by swearing about him. 

THE SINKING FUND. 

Whatever may be said in criticism or 
defense of the sinking fund of this City, it 
is entirely clear that the accumulation of 
uncanceled bonds in the fund beyond the 
amount of the bonds which are a charge 
upon it is unnecessary and a bad policy. 
The revenue; of the sinking fund from 
sources fixed: by law is ample to meet all 
demands upon it and provide over and above 
these requirements a constantly increasing 
surplus. Yet bonds issued by the City from 
year to year, payable by taxation, and not 
chargeable to the sinking fund, are bought 
by the Commissioners as an investment and 
held in order that the interest on them may 
go to swell the income of the fund. The 
present yearly income, including this in- 
terest, is over $6,000,000, and the yearly 
rate of actual increase in the amount of the 
fund is now more than $4,000,000. During 
the past five years, since the passage of the 
sinking fund law of 1878, it has paid all its 
own obligations and has invested $12,000, - 
000° in City bonds payable from taxa- 
tion besides, and in this ‘time has increased 
$9,283,360, making a real increase of 
more than four millions and a quarter a 
year. If this rate of increase is kept up the 
fund will become colossal in a few years. 
In 1893 it will amount to nearly $125,000,000, 
and if allowed to go on as at present until 
1928, when the longest outstanding bonds 
will mature, there will be in the hands of 
the Commissioners over a billion of dollars. 
This is, of course, only a method of reducing 
to an absurdity the operation of the sinking 
fund, for it is not for a moment to be sup- 
posed that the people of New-York City will 
continue this policy of aimless accumula- 
tion, piling up an enormous fund to tempt 
the virtue of its custodians and perhaps be 
used to corrupt Legislatures, courts, and 
voters. 

Itis time that steps were taken to check 
the increase of the fund. A bill ‘‘to im- 
prove the condition and operations of the 
sinking fund’’ has been prepared by the 
Council of Political Reform and will soon 
be introduced at Albany. It provides 
that. the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
shall hereafter cancel all bonds of the 
City purchased by them with the 
surplus revenues of the fund. This 
is, in effect, a provision relieving the 
tax-payers of the burden of interest upon 
bonds already paid, for the purchase of 
bonds by the custodians of the fund actually 
redeems them, though in advance of ma 
turity. The absurdity of retaining them 
uncanceled is apparent. The bill further 
provides that of the bonds now held by the 
Commissioners as an investment an amount 
equal to the excess of the fund over the 
amount of all sinking fund bonds proper 
shall be canceled. The proposition to can- 
cel a portion of the bonds was approved by 
Controller CAMPBELL in his last annual re- 
port, and there is no good reason why the 
entire excess over the amount held as a 
security for the payment of the sinking 
fund bonds should not be treated in that way. 

The City should take a lesson from the 
United States Government in the manage- 
ment of this fund. At most a sinking fund 
is only a devise to give the holders of bonds 
an assurance of their payment at maturity. 
The holding of uncanceled bonds by the 
sinking fund of this City is a mere trick of 
book-keeping, a roundabout way of meeting 
the City’s expenditures with its revenues, 
confusing in its effects upon the manage- 
ment of the public moneys, and open tomany 
serious objections. The bill of the Council 
of Political Reform makes a beginning in 
the work of abolishing some of the empty 
and possibly pernicious fictions of the sink- 
ing fund. 


GOOD APPOINTMENTS. 

It is to be hoped that the Governor will 
continue to disappoint the politicians and to 
satisfy the people in making appointments 
to office as effectually as he has already done 
on several occasions. The first conspicuous 
instance was the naming of Mr. SHanawAaNn 
for Superintendent of Public Works. The 
working politicians had ‘‘ slated’ for the 
place a Mr. O’Brien, whose claims rested 
solely on party services, but their recom- 
mendations were disregarded and a man 
was selected whose qualifications were at 
once recognized. Again, in the appoint- 
ment of the new Capitol Commissioner, the 
Governor quietly ignored the candidates 
urged upon him and sought out a man who 
was a competent architect and a citizen of 
approved integrity, but who had no political 
backing. 

The choice of Mr. McCatu for Superin- 
tendent of the Insurance Department is a 
still more striking application of the right 
principle. The only thing that could be 
said against the Deputy Superintendent was 
that he had held his place in the department 
through several administrations which were 
anything but creditable to the State, but no 
discreditable action had ever been brought 
home to him personally. He appears 
to have applied himself faithfully 
to the duties of his office, and 
to have become, perhaps, the 
best expert in regard to insurance matters in 
the State. He refused to make any effort to 

secure promotion. aad would nramise neither 


toremove Republican clerks nor to dispose 
of patronage to please the politicians of his 
own party, while Berns, the rival candi- 
date, was *‘ bounding”’ all over the State mak- 
ing pledges and securing influence in his 
own behalf. The influence appears to have 
done him no good, while McCauu’s reliance 
on his own merits was fully justified. 

The Governor will have ample oppor 
tunity for strengthening or destroying the 
reputation already made in the appointments 
yet tocome. A successor to Bank Super- 
intendent Hepsurn will have to be selected 
shortly. The position. is one requiring a 
certain knowledge of the important interests 
under the supervision of the department, 
but the qualifications of supreme importance 
are a general financial capacity and thorough 
uprightness of character. Sound judgment 
and complete honesty of purpose are essen- 
tial requisites, but party services and politi- 
cal influence are of no value whatever in 
such a position. The chances are decidedly 
against a proper choice being made by the 
politicians who seek to control the distribu- 
tion of offices, and it is to be hoped that the 
Governor will succeed in finding the right 
man without their help. 

A bill has passed the Legislature dis- 
placing the many-headed Emigration Com- 
mission by a single Commissioner, who is 
to, be paid a liberal salary and to have 
authority to appoint two deputies, one 
to have immediate charge of Castle Gar- 
den and the other of the Ward’s Island in- 
stitutions. If we are to be rid of the abuses 
and scandals connected with the care of 
arriving immigrants, we must have in the 
new office a man who is thoroughly familiar 
with its requirements and who will conduct 
its affairs in a straightforward and business- 
like fashion. Above all, it must not be an 


appurtenance of any political machine.’ 


Doubtless, the Governor will be able to find 
the right kind of a Commissioner, if he does 
not rely on the advice of Senator Jacoss or 
any other interested politician. 

The new Board of Claims will furnish the 
opportunity for making three appointments 
of a semi-judicial character. The same prin- 
ciple should be applied in their selection as 
in the choice of incumbents for the regular 
bench. Men competent to sift evidence and 
decide legal questions will be needed, and 
men who will be swerved by no considera- 
tion except the requirements of justice. 
However much the politicians may grumble, 
the Governor will find that popular con- 
fidence and support can be gained by mak- 
ing gool appointments, and will surely be 
forfeited if bad ones are made. 

OS RE SESE SE a ee 
PARNELL AND DYNAMITE. 


Mr. PARNELL advises the postponement 
until Autumn of the Irish convention which 
is called to meet at Philadelphia at the end 
of thismonth. He ‘‘might then be able to 
attend.”’ It isnot a little matter to post- 
pone the gathering of hundreds of delegates, 
called to consider questions which occupy 
more than their share of the world’s atten- 
tion. But that is a small consideration 
compared with the bearings of the postpone- 
ment on an issue which has been raised, 
and should be settled now. The con- 
vention is .called to unite all the Irish 
societies in the United States, and to formu- 
late and declare a policy to be pursued by 
them in affiliation with the League of which 
Mr. PaRNELL is the leader. His presence 
has been confidently expected until now. 
Nothing could be more natural on his 
part, nothing besides could so inspire the 
proceedings of this representative assem- 
blage. He can scarcely know, the inter- 
pretation here put on his refusal to attend. 
It is said that he shrinks from the dilemma 
in which he would be placed by -the con- 
vention’s approval of such outrages as have 
recently angered England and disgusted the 
rest of the world. 

That an effort will be made to turn the 
convention’s action in that direction there 
can be no doubt. The Irish press both re- 
‘ports and approves such an intention. 
Patrick Forp, who knows more about it 
than any one else, says that all the societies, 
and the majority of the League, approve 
such action, and, headds, ‘‘ I advocate dyna- 
mite.’’ No man in America has done more 
for the League than Mr. Forp. Until re- 
cently his sole effort has been to aid Par- 
NELL to secure agrarian reform by means of 
Parliamentary agitation. But men are sent 
to jail in Ireland for having the Jrish 
World in their possession, and Mr. Ferp 
gives up constitutional agitation. Par- 
RIcK Eaan, the former Treasurer of the 
peaceful League, has spoken of dyna- 
mite plots ina ‘‘don’t-nail-his-ears-to-the- 
pump” style on public occasions since his 
arrival in America. And P. J. SHeripan, 
one of PARNELL’s trusted lieutenants, out- 
does the braggart Rossa. These are the 
most significant of many signs of a change 
for the worse in the body of the better Irish 
among us. Ail this is known in England, 
and it isto be supposed that Mr. ParNnEeLu 
knows it. 

But in this state of affairs Mr. PARNELL 
should have found an opportunity rather than 
a dilemma. No one could taunt him with 
approving inhuman vandalism if he threw 
his influence against any dynamite resolu- 
tions which shall be presented at Philadel- 
phia. Whether beaten or successful, his 
position would be improved. But by avoid- 
ing the issue he affords his enemies reason 
to say—and it is said here—that privately he 
favors what he publicly disavows.

ENCOURAGING PICKPOCKETS. 


Advertisements are frequently to be seen 
in at least one of the morning newspapers 
offering rewards directly to thieves for the 
return of stolen property and promising im- 
munity from prosecution. Such a notice 
appeared yesterday morning over the name 
and address of the advertiser, who had had 
his watch taken from his pocket on a 
Third-avenue car. It was said that 
a reward of $50 would be ‘‘ cheerfully paid”’ 
for a return of the watch or pawn-ticket for 
the same, and ‘‘no questions will be asked 
or any legal steps taken.’’ The thief was 
further encouraged with the appeal: ‘‘Come 
without fear or hesitation; you will be hon- 
orably dealt with.’’ Pocket-picking on the 
Third-avenue cars ia the constant occupation 
of a gang of Bowery ruffians who ought to 
be suppressed, but who are encouraged by 
just such promises as this. They may 
frequently be found in saloons along the 
line offering stolen watches at ridiculously 
low nrices. Many of them are known to 
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the conductors, who are sometimes threat- 
ened if they warn passengers or attempt to- 
protect them. 

Thieves flourish by tly ,nractice of offer- 
Ing rewards for stolen property ‘‘and no 
questions asked,’’ and by a practice quite as 
bad and still more common of luring detec- 
tives to dicker with them for the return of’ 
stolen property ata fraction of itsvalue. The 
regular detectives of the Police Department 
are not above this kind of business, and 
those of some of the private agencies make 
their living by it. The root of theevil isin 
the lazy selfishness of people who will make 
no effort for the punishment of roguery or 
the protection of the community, but care 
only to get back their own property when 
it is stolen. But the practice of paying 
thieves money for stolen goods and promis- 
ing them immunity from prosecution 1s a 
compounding of felony and itself a viola- 
tion of law, and the bold advertisement of 
the practice in a newspaper indicates how 
far the moral sense of the community has 
been injured by it.

The experience of the vine-crowers of 
France should teach us to spare no effort that 
will prevent the introduction of the phylioxera iu 
this country. Our vine-growing interests are al- 
ready large, and they promise to become impor- 
tant im the future. The phylloxera has cut down 
the wine product of France one-half for the last 
four years, and has defied the power of science 
and capital. There has seemed to be no remedy 
except the use of healthy American yines in the 
blighted vineyards, and even that remedy will be 
no longer available if our vines become infected, 
&s possibly they will, in spite of their supposed im- 
munity. The cuttings received at this port from 
China should be carefully examined, and the per 
sons to whom they aro consigned can hardly refuse 
to assist the Government in the work.

So far as the courts of Mississippi are con- 
cerned, the case of Gen. CHALMERS, who was duly 
elected to Congress from that State, but deprived 
of his certificate by a glaring fraud, is settled by 
the decision of the Supreme Court just rendered. 
It is to be remembered that on the face of the re- 
turns CHaumERs was elected by several hundred 
majority. He was counted out on the flimsy pre- 
text that in the case of one county the Clerk’s reo- 
ord of votes cast for him was indorsed “ Cham- 
bliss,” instead of Chalmers. Upon the same pre- 
text the Governor gave to his Bourbon opponent, 
Mr. Manning, the certificate of election. Upon 
this CuaLmers brought suit against Secretary of 
State Mrrrs to compel him to count the votes as 
they were evidently cast and appeared on the re- 
turns. He won in the Cireuit Court, but the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court reverses the judgment 
of the lower bench and dismisses CuaLmens’s petl- 
tion for a mandamus, at his cost. The decision is, 
in substance, to the effect that ‘the court must 
not do a vain thing.” It must not act when it can- 
not adjudicate. It cannot proneunce a judgement 
to be disregarded. The court further holds that a 
commission by the Governor is irrevocable, except 
in case of his own appointments of persons remov- 
able at his pleasure, and that the Seeretary of 
State having declared Mannino elected, and the 
Governor having commissioned him, the only re- 
dress the relator has is by a legal contest made in 
pursuanee of law. In other words, Gen. Cuar- 
meERs, the renegade Democrat, is respectfully re- 
ferred to the Democratic majority in Congress for 
redress against a Democratic wrong. This may be 
sound law, but it is not justice. The question at 
issue eoncerns the legal voters of Mississippi more 
than it ddes Caaimers and Manninc. The people 
elected the former to represent them in Congress. 
This is not denied. By seating Mannrne the Dem- 
ocratio State officers have defrauded the people.

MR. PITT’S COMPANY. 

Mr. H. M. Pitt, an actor who is rather well 
known here, and who has had useful experience 
upon the stage both in this country and in Eng- 
land, presented & new company of players to 
our public last night at the Bijea Opera- 
house. In presenting this company, which 
he has gathered together with care and skill, 
Mr Pitt’s sole purpose was, it is clear, worthy of 
that respect which is due to all serious artistic en- 
deavor. Itis his intention to offer, at the theatre 
whieh he has taken charge of temporarily, a series 
of substantial, interesting plays, for the most part 
English comedies. These playsare to be performed 
by bis company, and will, it is thought, illustrate 
the good stock method of acting.

MR. LAVINE’S CONCERT. 

Steinway Hall last night was well filled on 
the occasion of the eighth annual concert given by 
the well-known manager, Mr. John Lavine, who 
provided an entertainment of the same high char- 
acter that has been remarked in former seasons.

IRON’ AND STEEL INDUS1RIEBS. 


REVIEW OF THE TRADE FOR 1882—nepum 
TION OF THE TARIFF DEPLORED. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—The annual re 
Dort of the American Iron and Steel Association 
gives an interesting review of the domestic iron 
trade for 188. Following are the main points 
touched upon. The extraordinary activity in the 
iron and steel industry which eommenced in 1879 
culminated early in 1882, when the wants of con- 
sumers beeame less urgent, and prices generally 
began to deeline. The causes which contributed 
to the serious, but in no sense disastrous, reaction 
in our iron and steel industries in 1882 were many 
and various. First, itcould not he expected thas 
the extraordinary activity of all the industries of 
the country in the immediately preceding years 
would be continued indefinitely. We had particu- 
larly reached the limit of speculative ventures 
upon which legitimate business largely depends. 
Our iron and steel manufacturers could not resist 
these influences. Their best customers, the builders 
of new railroads, did not, it is true, build fewer 
miles of railroad in 1882than in 1881, butit had 
become certain that much less money could be ob- 
tained for new railroads in 1883 than in 1882, and 
the consequent shrinkage in railroad mileage in the 
new year bad therefore to be preceded by large- 
ly decreased demand for railroad materi and by 
lower prices. Then again. in the Prosperous years 
referred to we had increased our capacity for the 
Produetion of most forms of iron and steel much 
faster than the consumptive wants of the country 
had increased. Again the harvest of 1881, ag 
already stated was not generally favorable. 
Finally, in October, November, and December, 
came political complications, which nnfaverably 
affect all business. The success of the Demo- 
cratic Party in the Congressional elections was 
regarded by many as unfriendly to the continu 
ance of our protective policy, and the report oj 
the Tariff Commission recommending large reduc 
tions in the existing tariff served to deepen the 
publio concern in referenee to the immediate 
future of this policy. 

We regret to say that the aetion of Congress 
during the past Winter in reaucing duties has fully 
justified this anxiety, and historieal accuracy re- 
quires us to add that this reduction was recom- 
mended by a Tariff. Commission which was mainly 
eomposed of Republicans, and that it was accom- 
plished by a Republican Congress. The reduction 
effected in the duties on iron and steel were much 
larger than in the duties on any otner leading man- 
ufactured articles. Since the beginning of the 
Dresent year the condition of our iron and steel 
industries has not improved. It seems to be abso- 
lutely certain that prices must for some time to 
eome rule extremely low. This condition of affairs 
in the great industries under consideration may 
have its advantages in stimulating consumption at 
atime when the country is blessed with an abun- 
danee of good money and in checking the ereetion 
of. new rolling m blast |

hard times. We do not therefore regard it as a 
propitieus sign that prices of iron and steel are 
now so low asthey are. Good prices and good 
wages were far better. But the fact cannot be 
altered that low prices for iron and steel now pre 
vail, and we can only hope that wages will be ad- 
usted upon a scale that will be mutually satis- 
actory te manufaeturers and their workmen. 

There was a large decrease in the production of 
iron rails in 1882 over that of 1881 and a small de-_ 
crease in the production of open hearth steel rails 
and crucible steel ingots, but in ali the other arti- 
cles there was an increase im 1882 over 1881. With 
the single exception of pig-iron, however, this in- 
crease was in no . and even in pig- 
fron it was only 11 per cent. The fron and steel] 
imports in 1882 made a total of 1,335,371 
tons. The value of our iron and steel exports 
was in that vear $19,029,759. Our pig-iron produc- 
tion in 1882 was obtained in 26 States and Utah 
Territory, and of the total of 5,178,122 tons Penn- 
sylvania produced 2,449,256 tons. The tonnage of 
iron vesseis built in 1882 (40,097 tons) was mueh the 
largest in our history.

OBITUARY. 


MAJOR JAMES W. CUYLER. 

Major James Wayne Cuyler who died sua 
deniy on Monday, at Morristown, N. J., was a son 
of Brevet Brig.-Gen. John M. Cuyler, Surgeon in 
the United States Army. He was born in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in 1843, and appointed a cadet at 
large in the Military Academy, July 1, 1860, being 
graduated fourth ia a elass of 27, June 13, 1864. He 
was then prometed in the army to the rank of Firs! 
Lieutenant in the Engineer Corps, and served with 
honor and distinction during the last months 
‘of the rebellion. He was attached te the Engineer 
batalion of the Army of the Potomac in the 
Richmond campaign from July 10 to 
Dec. 7, 1864, and while ip this service 
engaged in the siege of Petersburg, in- 
cluding the mine assault on Jaly 3 
and the raid on the Weldon Railroad, Aug. 18-21. 
From Dec. 8, 1864, to Aug. 26, 1865, he served as 
assistant engineer in the construetion of the ex- 
terior defenses of Washington, receiving the rank 
of Brevet Captain om March 13, 1°¢5, for his faithful 
and efficient services during the rebeliion. He was 
then detailed as Assistant Engineer a’ the fortifi- 
cations on Staten Island for the defense of the 
Nartows entrance te the New-York Harber, and 
while engaged in this service, whic4 lasted a little 
overtwo years, he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain of Engineers, Mareh 7, 1867. In August, 
1867, he was D in commana of the Engineer 
Company, at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, where 
he remaized unt!! November, 1868, when he acted 
as Assistant Engineer to r Wheeler for 
a year. In January. 1870, was placed 
in tempo: charge of various harbor improve- 
ments on e Superior and the western eoast of 
Lake Michigan, and after remaining here for about 
five months he was made Assistant Engineer on 
the works in charge of Major Housten, May IS, 
1870, in which capacity be served until March 3, 
1874. He then took: command of the Engineer 
Company at Willet’s Point, where he remained 
until Aug. 15, 1876. After a brief leave of absence 
on aceount of sickness he was made Assistant En- 
gineer on the works in charge of Major Craigbill. 
Nov. 21, 1876. He was promoted to the rank of 
Major of Engineers July 17, 1881, and was serving 
onztef duty at the time of his death. 


MARK WILCOX. 

After a long illness Mark Wilcox died 
yesterday at ‘his residence, No. 1,628 Areh-street, 
Philadelphia, at the age of 69 years. He was edu- 
cated at Mount St. Mary’s College, Emmettsburg, 
Md., where he was e@ classmate of the Very Rev.

THE WAR ON THE GAMBLERS. 
ARREST OF CHARLES RANSOM—THE RESULTS 
OF MONDAY’S RAIDS. 

Edmond Roure, a Frenchman, living at No. 
&9 West Forty-seeond-street. called on Inspector 
Byrnes yesterday and informed him that for two 
months he had been playing “ faro” at. two notori- 
pus gambling-houses in this City and as a conse- 
quence had lost $3,800. The places mentioned by 
Mr. Roure were Charles Reed's establishment, at 
Wo. 5 West Twenty-fourth-street, and Charles 
Raneom'’s came, at No. 11 West Twenty-fifth- 
‘gtreet. At the first-named place he had lost $800, 
and at Ransom's he had been plucked to the tune 
of $3,000. The Inspeetor sent Mr. Roure, with 
Detective Sergeant McGuire, before Justice Pat- 
at the Jefferson Market Polies 
Court, and, on complaint made by the 
victim, warrants were issued by the 
magistrate for the arrest of the proprietors of the 
establishments. Last evening Detective Sergeants 
MeGuiré, Hickey, and Ruland paid a visit to 


Reed's place, and, as was expected, found it 
closed. A polite celored man in ebarge of the 
douse said that Mr. Reed had gone to Europe. 
The house was searched ana not a vestige of gam- 
ing appurtenances was found. Mr. Reed, or his 
representative, warned by the raid of Monday 
bight, had evidently taken time by the forelock 
and removed all the gaming implements. A search 
lor Reed proved unsuccessful. Detective Sergeants 
Dorsey and MeLaughlin went to Charlies Ransom’s 
place and found it closed also. This place was 
raided Monday night. and the proprietors evi- 
dently had not procured a fresh outfit. Ransom 
was found at home, and was arrested. He was 
brought to’ Police Head-quarters, where Justice 
Kilbreth released him on $1,000-hail to appear at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court this morning for 
examination. 

A policeman in fall uniform steod guard in 
the main hall of the Police Central Office, yester- 
@ay. over a misceliancous assortment of gaming 
implements which littered the long corridor. They 
were the fruits of the raids made by Inspector 
Byrnes and his squad of detectives on seven publio 
gaming-houses in this City on Monday night. 
Never in the history of the Police Department has 
a finer and more costly collection of gaming appli- 
ances fallen into the hands of the authorities. The 
pollection includes “faro”’ tables and layout,roulette 
wheels, “ keno” urns, and a great number of ivory 
ebecks. Ail tnis property was yesterday formally 
transferred to the custody of Property Clerk Hur- 
riott. An inventory of the property was made, 
and it will be properly cared for until the Board of 
Police decides what shall be the final disposition of 
the property. 

The statement has been made that the seizure of 
the gambling implements, being unaccompanied 
by arrests, was illegal. Inspeetor Byrnes said 
that this statement was perfectly absurd. The war- 
rants under which he acted authorized him 
to seize all gambling implements found in the 
places raided on and to arrest all persons found 
actually engaged in gambling. His officers found 
their entranee to these places so obstinate and de- 
jayed by boltsand bars on the outer and inner 
doors of the gaming-houses, that by the time they 
reached the rooms used for gaming purposes the 
gamblers had either made their eseape by private 
exits or were found seated in the rooms smoking 
and chatting. In one case the officers were com- 
peiled to break Open a door with an axe. Re- 
porder Smyth three months ago .issued two 
warrants by virtue of which*raids were 
made upon «the establishments of Chariey 
Ransom and Al Smith, and $6,000. worth of 
gambling implements were seized, - although 
no arrests were made. The action of the police, 
Inspector Byrnes said, was warranted by the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, and there can be no doubt 
of its legality. Ifthe owner of any of the prop- 
erty seized feels aegrieved he can come and claim 
his property, but the Inspector did not want to ad- 
vise him to be rash about it, as the claimant might 
be called upon to answer for having possession of

“It is my desire to see 
the law for the prevention ef gambling strietly 
and thoroughly enforced, and I dislike very much 
to say as ngle werd that will im the slightest de- 
interfere with or embarrass the efforts of the 
police in its suppression. At the same time I am 
ef tne oipnion that unless an arrest is made, or 
authorized to be made, by warrant, no gambling 
ppparatus can be seized. Of eourse,I may be in 
error, bat asl read the Penal Code I am afraid 
that the law is a little weak as to the, seizure 
of gambling _implements in =the absence 
of an arrest. However,~«the “public is so 
earnestly opposed to «gambling that the 
lice will, in my judgment, be upheld 
n its suppression. The board will in any event 
sustain the force to the extent of its ability in the 
enforeement of the law. I think, too, that of- 
tenders will hesitate lone before they bring suits 
to recover gambling implements, for the reason 
that the very first claimant who presents himself 
will be arrested and if possible convicted. While 
in my judgment the Penal. Code does not 
cover the seizure of gaming implements  un- 
aecompanied by the arrest of the per- 
son or rsons ‘in whose possession they. 
ere fo yet upon coming: the Code of 
Criminal Procedure it would seem that the seizure 
of property such as made by the police on Monday 
gnder the search warrants issued by a 
ce magistrate . was fully warranted by 
e visions of subdivision 3, section 792 
of at oode.” - The subdivision referred 
to provided for the manner of. issuing search war- 
rants, particularly for stolen and embezzled prop- 
erty, and the mannerof seizure under such seareh 
warrants.

Miss Davenport said last evening 
that she was gratified with her reception in Eng- 
land. “ Perhaps I ought not to say it,” said Miss 
Davenport; “ but since you ask me I will tell you 
that Mr. George Loveday, the manager for Mr. J. 
L. Toole, said that my initial performance of 
* Diane de Lys,’ in the old Felly Theatre, in Lon- 


don, was a regular Irving first night. Mr. George 
Augustus Sala came to me after the play 
and said that nothing could have been 
more flattering than my reeeption. Not only 
did he say the good things to me in person, but 
repeated them in his paper—the London /dus/rated 
News. My desires and anticipations were realized, 
and I feel encouraged by the kind words and at- 
tentions of friends in England. In London I ap- 

eared only in * Diane.’ I regret that I could not 
appeared in my répertoire. My week in 
Brighton was eminently successful. There I had 
an opportunity of appearing in my different 
characters. One thing I may sayto you: In Lon- 
don I feund an actress had to stand a severe test, 
but the only thing I regret was that my engage- 
ment could not have lasted longer. I should have 
liked to have played all my parts in London, and I 
mean to go back some day and show what! can do 
in other characters beside the one in which I ap- 
peared.” 

** You were in England, France, and Italy. How 
did the acting in thise countries impress you?’ 

“Frem my own observations I can say that the 
Gone acting in America is quite as good as in 

gland. The American actors and managers can 
certainly teach the English a lesson in courtesy.

* How did the scenery in the theatres in Italy 
impress you?” 

“T never saw such perfection. Every seene de- 
served to be framed. And, what is more, I may 
say that in the Italian theatres the idea seemed to 
be that everything that was worth doing at all was 
worth doing well. The same thing struck me in 
France. Speaking of the opera,I may say with 
pardonable pride that nothing pleased me more 
than “Zuma,” the Indian opera, written for my 
sister Bianca Lablache, by Fonari, who must 
make his mark.

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DYING FROM KNIFE WOUNDS. 
AN OLD QUARREL LEADING TO A FIGHT AND 
RESULTING IN PROBABLE MURDER. 

» Thomas Hart, alias Hardy, and Frank Rielly 
were former friends and companions and belong 


to a class of young men who have given the police 
a great deal of trouble. Neither of them has any 


‘regular occupation. The men had a quarrel about 


10 days ago in Donohne’s saloon, No. 240 Mulberry- 
street, and Rielly struck Hart over the head with a 
severe . scalp wounds.: 


Rielly ran away and’ Hart went to the Mulberry- 
street police station, where his wounds were 
dressed. He refused to have Rielly arrested, but 
said that he would ‘“‘get scuare’’ in his own 
way. Hart remained away from his usual 
haunts until his wounds tkhad healed, Last 
evening he was seen evidently leoking for 
Rielly. At about 6 o’elock he went into Dono- 
bue’s liquor store. Mrs. Donohue was behind the 
bar and Rielly stood in front ot the counter drink- 
ing. Theappearance of Hart was the signa) for 
the renewal of the old quarrel. Few words passed 
between the young men, when Hart picked up the 
same chair with which Rielly had struck him dur- 
ing the previous auarrel and smashed it over 
Rielly’s head. Rielly ran ont of the side door of 
the liquor store and took refuge in a black- 
smith’s shop at No. 1388 Mulberry-street. 
He remained there a few minutes, and 
when he returned to the street Hart 
stood in front of the liquor store waiting for him. 
As he reached the street Hart made a rush for him. 
Both men were armed with pocket-knives, and as 
they clinched they cut and slashed at each other 
with their weapens. The struggle did not last 
over five minutes,and Hart was thrown to the 
ground, Rielly falling upon him. Rielly immedi- 
ately regained his feet and ranaway. Patrolman 
Hogan, of the Fourteenth Precinct, came along at 
this juncture and found Hart lying on the side- 
walk. Hecomplainedof being stabbed. The offi- 
cer assisted him to his feet and supported him to 
the Mulberry-street- police station, whence 
be was taken to_ S8St. Vincent’s Hospital. 
House Surgeon Benedict found a wound in the 
chest, two inches below the left pipple, penetrating 
to the pleural cavity. The blade of the knife had 
severed tho intercostal artery. A second wound 
was beneath the left arm-pit, and there were three 
in the back. The wound in the chest was deemed 
mertal, as internal hemorrhage was excessive. The 
patient was sinking rapidiy, and Dr. Benedict tel- 
egraphed tora Coronerto take his ante-mortem 
statement, as it was teared that he would not sur- 
vive many hours. Coroner Levy went to the hos- 
pital and took the dying man’s deposition. He 
claimed that Rielly was the aggressor in the quar- 
rel and attacked him withaknife. This statement 
is not borne out by those who witnessed the affray 
—, who informed the police that Hart attacked 
elly. 

It is said that Rielly was also stabbed by Hart, 
and when he fled from the scene of the fight he 
was bleeding profusely. Acting Captain Horbeit, 
of the Fourteenth Precinct, last night detailed 
several officers to search for Rielly. He is weil 
known to the police of the preeinct, and they ex- 


pect to arrest him.

ACTIVE PRODUCE MARKETS. 


FEATURES OF YESTERDAY'S TRADING IN CHI- 
CAGO. 

CrrcaGco, April 17.—The leading produce 
markets were more active to-day and much 
stronger. Wheat lead the rest. Provisions re- 
epended most readily to the lead, and oorn fol- 
lowed unwillingly, though in light supply. 

Provisions were in better demand and strenger. 
Pork advanced 1244 cents, and lardand meats 714 
cents frem the latest prices of Monday, all closing 
on ’Change at the top prices of the session. Pork 
closed at $18 8244 for May, and $18 65 for July. 


Lard closed at $1140 for May, and $11 5744 
forJuly. Short ribs closed at $9 971% fer Mav and 
$10 25 for July. There was no material change in 
the tone of foreign advices, and the local hog mar- 
ket was easy. But the strength in wheat gave 
mere confidence in hog products, and that confi- 
dence showed itself in a stiffening of the premi- 
ums paid for carrying the stuff from one month to 
another. The strength im lard was partly dulled by 
the understanding that a big line for May had been 
unloaded on Monday, which let pork take the lead. 
The inquiry was chiefly for the long futures and 
that trading extended into August’ and September 
rather freely. There was no apparent increase in 
the demand for shipment, but men who had re- 
eently been sellers were buying for future delivery, 
and it was supposed that their action was predi- 
cated on the belief that strong dealers are under 
wheat and that hog product is bound te advance in 
sympathy. On the afternoon call pork was easier 
but closed firm: lard was steady and ribs were 216 
to 5 cents lower. 

Wheat was active and very strorg, advancing 
144 cents, and closing 144 cents above the latest 
prices of Monday on the nearer futures, while 
July closed 13g cents higher. The British advices 
noted a better tone on the other side of the At- 
lantic, some descriptions being queted 6d. per 
quarter higher, and our receipts were very small, 
with a slight decrease in stocks in store during last 
week, while there were more reports of damage to 
the Winter wheat, which ought to be now growing, 
but all of it is not. There were advices 
in New-York of failures in the wheat trade 
in London, but dealers here who have direot eor- 
respondence with England said it was only a repe- 
tition of the stories of last week and does not 
amount to much. The idea prevailed that strong 
men have recentiy taken hold of the wheat.deal, 
and probably a good deal mere of the buyiag of 
to-day was based on the wheat fields either of this 
country or of Europe. It was noticeable that the 
buying was so largely for July as to widen the 
premium for that month. It is now about 
1 cents above June, whereas in former years 
it has often sold at a discount; and the average of 
priees in July is lower than that of June, the rea- 
son being anticipation of cheaper supplies from 
the newcrop. Car lots of No. 2sold cheaper yes- 
terday in sympathy with futures, but there was lit- 
tle change in the prices of the lower grades. There 
was some excitement on the afternoen call, June 
felling up to $1 1154, but when July was cailed 
there was a regular rush to sell, and that delivery 
declined to $1 1144, closing at $1 1154. On the 
open board May was quoted down to $1 0814, being 
4 cent lower than on the call. 

Corn was active and firmer, butscarcely stronger. 
The market fell off 4 cent, then advanced % eent. 
and closed on ‘Change a shade below the latest 
prices of Monday, at 545¢ cents for May, and 5644 
cents for June. Liverpool reported a better 
tone, some dispatches quoting 4d. per 
cental advance, and our receipts were 
the smaliest of the season. being only 105 
ear loads with none by canal. The smallness of the 
day's supply did not, however, incredse competi- 
tion among shippers, and they were unwilling to 
pay more than en the previous day. The market 
for futures looked as if it would have been weak 
with fine weather but for the strength in wheat, 
and the feeling was at times very unsettled, with a 
considerable realizing by longs and at times some 
pressure; to fill shorts. Men in the trade were in- 
clined to expect small receipts for a few weeks to 
come, as there is little corn in cribs to keep up a 
daily movement from first hands while the 
farmers are busy witb Spring work in the field. 
St. Louis was strong with receipts of nay about 30 
car loads yesterday. In the afternoon the market 
weakened 34 to 3g cent on the call, and closed 
tame, May receding to 5444 bid in the alley.

FATAL ACCIDENT IN A COLLIERY, 
PottsvILLz, April 17.—Lincoln Colliery, 
owned and operated by Levi Miller & Co., near 
Tremont, in this county, was the scene of an acci- 
dent this afternoon which resu!ted in the instanta- 
neous death of one miner and the miraculous es- 
eape of three others. Four men, named Joseph 


and William Evans, brothers, and Jeremiah and 
Henry Tobias, brothers also, were working to- 
gether inthe same breast when aloud mysterious 
and rumbling noise was heard in another portion 
of the breast, which was followed by acrash. The 
men remained guiet for a short time, and then 
cautiously walked in the diredtion whence the 
strange noise came. Jeremiah Toblas and William 
Evans were in the lead, and had only gone a short 
distance when a mass of top slate weighing four or 
five tons fell completely burying Tobias and cover- 
ing Evans up to the knees. The othertwo followed 
closely behind, and when they discovered what 
happened they set to work with characteristic 
promptness to release the twomen. Evans was 
soon released and was only slightly injured. Seme 
time was consumed in removing the débris which 
covered Tobias, whose body was found to be terri- 
bly mangled when brought to the surface. ‘The 
unfortunate man was for many years the engineer 
at Lincoln Colliery, butfor some reason lost the 
position when he went inside togwork. He was a 
talented musician, being a member of the Tremont 
Band, and was universally esteemed.

SHOOTING IN SELF-DEFENSE—A DISHONEST 
POSTMASTER—A‘§ DESPERATE UTICA 
DEMOCRAT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—In the Coroner's 
investigation to-day in the death of Michael F. Me- 
Andrews, who wae shot on Friday night by Police- 
man Bottorff, while the latter was endeavoring to 
quell a disiurbance in MeAndrews’s saloon, the 
jury found that the officer had aeted in self-de- 
fense,and he was discharged from custedy. A 
verdict of death from injuries received by falling 


down stairs was rendered in the case of Edward 
Laughlin, the bartender, who was found injured 
and in an intoxicated condition in McAndrews’s 
place after the disturbance was quieted, and who 
died in a prison cell on the following morning. 


PROVIDENCE, April 17.—Frank N. Earle, 
aged 35 years, employed for the past 10 years by 
Hunt & Owen, jewelers, was arrested to-day for 
stealing gold stock valued at $3,000. He was bound 
over to the Court of Common Pleas.

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., April 17.—The Sheriff 
of this county last evening, on attempting to quell 
a disturbance among a lot of raftsmen, was at- 
taeked by one of them named Dempsey with a 
knife. The Sheriff fired, instantly killing Dempsey. 


FRANKLIN, Ohio, April 17.—Brady’s jewelry 
store was robbed yesterday morning of $4,000 
worth of goods and then was set on fire. The fire 
was extinguished with small loss. 


Utica, April 17.—John Martin, leader of the 
rough element of the Utiea Democracy, was to 
have been tried to-day on an indictment for assault 
with intent to kill his wife some months ago.

A quarrel 
ensued, during which Haley stabbed Martin four 
times.

CLEVELAND, April 17.—United States Com- 
missioner White to-day bound over Louis L. Brake- 
man, Postmaster of Cork, Ashtabula Ceunty, on a 
unique charge. In March last a young man named 
Judd dropped a letter into the Cork offiee upon 
which was a stamp which had been once used. 
Brakeman added a new stamp and sent the letter 
forward.

JAMES MARSHALL & COS FAILURE. 


PitTsBuRG, April :7.—The failure yesterday 
of James Marshall & Co., iron pipe manu- 
faturers, was an all-important topic in 


commercial and (financial circles to-day. 
The liabilities are considerably heavier 
than reported and will not be less than $1,900,000. 
Of this amount $300,000 is due the Mar- 
shall estate. The assets will cover all but 
$300,000. The heaviest losers are: Mark Wat- 
son, of this city, brother-in-law of James 
Marshall, $120,000; Hagsett, Hanna & Co., furnace- 
men, of Uniontown, $95,000, and Marshal Brothers, 
of Philadelphia. $32,000. Almost every bank 
in this city holds the firm’s paper, but 
all are well secured, and will not 
lose a dollar.

DEAD IN THE STREE 


A TRAGEDY IN PARE, NEAR VAN- 
DERBILT, AVENUE, BROOKLYN. 
RICHARD STEFFENS KILLED BY DIEDRICH 
MAHNKEN—THE MURDERER’S XEASONS 

FOR COMMITTING THE CRIME. 

Without a word of warning and in a per- 
teetly cool and deliberate manner Diedrich Mabn- 
xen shot and killed Richard Steffens at Park and 
Vanderbilt avenues, Brooklyn, at 3:30 e'’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Mahnken, who is a wealthy 
grocer, kas bis place of business at tho corner 
where the shooting to*k place. Steffens made a 
living by peddling lager beer in bottles to grooery 
stores. He had just served Sticht’s grocery on 
She oppesite corner with beer and was cressing the 
street te Mabnken's when the latter came out df 
his store, and, pulling a pistol from his pocket, 
opened fire on Stoffens. The peddler had 
placed his right foot on the ourbstone 

_ when the first shot from Mahnken's pistol struck 
him im the face. At the second shot he staggered 
and fell, but Mahnken kept right on shooting un- 
tii he had fired five shots. Four of them entered 


the peddlar’s head and face, and the fifth took 
effect in his left breast. The men had not ex- 
ehanged a word before the shooting, and Steffens 
@id not speak after he had been shot. He fell just 
Over the sewer grating at the corner and bied te 
death ina few minutes. A crowd quickly gath- 
ered, and in the excitement Mabnken 
suddenly disappeared. Officer John O'Brien, 
of the Fourth Precinct, who was off 
duty and in eitizen’s clothes happened to be in the 
vicinity, and, hearing the-shots, was attracted te 
the scene of the murder. He learned from a, man 
inthe erowd that Mahnken, after the shooting, 
entered his own house and went up stairs. The 
officer fellowed witheut delay, and found the mur- 
derer at the first landing, with the pistol stil! in his 
hand. and looking down toward thestreet. O’srien 
told Mahnken to put up the pistol, but the latter 
demurred unti! he learped that O’Brien was an effi- 
cer. Mahnken would not give up the pistol, but he 

to go to the station-house with O’Brien. 
At the foot of the stairs he hesitated, and finally 
s2id he would not go. He seemed to be afraid to 
face the excited ple outside. O’Brien then 
frew his own pistol, and by threats eompelled the 
groceryman to aceompany him to the Fourth Pre- 
tinct Station-house. 

The pistol used by Mahmken was a six-cham- 
bered weapon of the British bull-dog pattern and 
of very heavy calibre. One of the chambers was 
still loaded when the weapon was taken from 
Mahnken at the station-house. The murderer was 
rery frank in his statement to Capt. Wilmarth of 
the facts connected with the shooting. He said he 
had seen§Steffens coming across the street, and 
that he went out intending to kill him and did so. 
fe woula have fired the sixth shot if it had 
been mecessary. He said that Steffens had been 
too intimate with Mrs. Mahnken and had brought 
trouble and ruin into his [Mahnken’s} family. 
Steffens was to have been married to a niece of 
Mahnken’s, named Annie Dosher, in two weeks, 
and it was while paying visits to the young woman 
at Mahnken’s house that he fell under the suspicion 
of the groceryman, who alleged that the visits to 
bis niece were a mere pretense to cover an undue 
intimacy between Steffens and Mrs. Mahnken. 
Mrs. Mahnken, when questioned about the mat- 
ter, said that her husband's suspicions were 
groundiess. She believed Mahnken was in- 
sane. He had acted queeriy for the 

t six months, and often chargéd her 
uring that time with being intimate with Steffens. 
The families were connected by marriage and 
Mabnken and Steffens had often gone out and 
drank beer together after Mabnken had quarreled 
with his wife about Steffens’s visits. Mrs. Mahnken, 
who is a motherly looking woman with five chil- 
@ren. said she had done everything in her power 
to allay her husband’s suspicions. Sne knew he 
Was a good man and from signs whith she had 
observed was disposed to believe that his sus- 
cions of her were the result of mental disease. 
humor him she sent the young woman Dosber, 
who was a sort of help, away from the house and 
rot another girl in her place. Mrs. Mahnken also 
jold Steffens of ber husband's suspicions and asked 
aim to discontinue his visits to her house. , With 
this request Steffens readily complied. 
All day ‘yesterday Mahnken re himself ina 
manner. For nearly an hourhe sat in one 
lace rolling his eyes inastrange way. It is said 
t he had threatened to shoot Steffens before, 
t was dissuaded py his wife from carrying out 
threat. Mahnken owns the building at the 
rner of Vanderbilt and Park avenues, in which 
¢ carried on business, and he lived with his family 
pver the store. Among his neighbors he bears an 
pxcellent reputation as a peaceable, industrious 
of the highest respectability. He is 39 years 
age, and belongs to a wealthy family of grocers, 
ho have stores in different parts of Brooklyn. 
Steffens was 35 years of age, and also bore an ex- 
lliemt reputation. He lived with his brother, 
enry Steffens, at No. 108 Wythe-avenue.

LOVE AND SUICIDE. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF TUE LOVER OF MISS 
FOX, WHO KILLED HERSELF MONDAY. 


Henry A. E. Miller, alias Henry C. Mylius, 
alias Milnes, who was mentioned in the Philadel- 
phia dispatch in Tur Tres yesterday morning as 
the lover of Lizzie Fox, the English girl who com- 
mitted sulcide in that eity on Monday night, could 
not be found yesterday at No. 171 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh-street, where he 
worked asa painter up to last Saturday night. 
Joseph A. Armitage, the proprietor of the shop, 


employed Miller about b fertnight ago. For some 
time prior to that he had been unemrloyed. He was 
on the register of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, and formerly boarded at No «20 Kast 
Tlouston-street, but nothing of his past 
history could be ascertained at either 
place. Since he worked for Mr. Armitage 
he received letters from Miss Fox almest 
daily, and she came here about 10 days ago 
and made hima visit. They were to have been 
married next Monday. Miller received his pay on 
Saturday, and has not been seen or heard of sincs 
be left the shop. He left his boarding- 
house-keeper in the lurch for one week's board. 
Miller had the reputation of being an extravagant 
talker. He claimed to have two sisters inthe mil- 
linery business in Canal-street and another sister in 
Jersey City. He said his father owned a saloon in 
Philadelphia, In his room was tound a large 
package of Miss Fox's letters, almost illegible 
from the bad penmanship and still worse orthog- 
raphy. She was a house-maid and had evidently a 
very limited education. Her letters were ad- 
dressed to Henry C. Mylius, and evinced a strong 
love for him, She alluded frequently to a contest 
over a will and to some “treacherous horrible Ex- 
ecutors” who had caused both her and Miller 
great trouble. In a letter written on April 11 there 
js nothing which would indicate any cause for her 
suieide. It was ascertained yesterday that she left 
several hundred dollars to Miller, who will proba- 
bly discover himself to claim the bequest. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—This afternoon 
an excited, little man about 40 years ola visited 
Deputy Coroner Powers and informed him that he 
was Henry Miller, of New-York, for love of whom 
Lizzie Fox, the young English woman, committed 
suicide at the house No. 1.214 Vilbert-street soma 
time during Sunday night. A tintype portrait 
found among the dead woman's effects proved his 
identity. Miller, who wept copiously, said he had 
arrived in this city on Monday, and had been 
searching everywhere for Lizzie. He had discey- 
ereg where she had been staying at two places, 
and was seeking her with the intention of making 
her his wife. His grief was great. When the 
Deputy Coroner handed to him the bundle of let- 
ters and keepsakes which Lizzie had directed to be 
kept for him, ne kissed them and gave unre- 
strained vent to his tears. In a broken voice he 
said he would see that his dead love found burial 
in New-York.

PRIZE-FIGHTERS READY, OR PREPARING TO 
GET READY, FOR WORK. 

A few days ago Mr. John Hoffman, of 
Brooklyn, Eastern District, 5 feet 944 inches in 
height and weighing 178 pounds, challenged Mr. 
Charles Dommer, of Brooklyn. to fight for $25 or 
$100 a side, according to the new rules of the Lon- 
don prize ring. Mr. Dommer is 5 feet 8 inehes in 
height, and in ring costume weighs 190 pounds. 
He agreed to meet Mr. Hoffman, and 
the match was quietly arranged. The pugil- 
ists, with their backers, visited the olice 


Gazette office, and requested Mr. William E. Hard- 
ing, the sporting editor, to act as referee.

A SCHOONER LOST AT SEA. 


THE LIZZIE THOMPSON SUNK LN A COLLISION 
WITH THE STEAM-SHIP NACOOCHEE. 
The steam-ship Nacoochee, of the Savannah 
Line, which arrived here yesterday, was in col- 
lision with the schooner Lizzie Thompson last Mon- 
day, and the latter vessel went down a few mo- 
ments afterward, but her crew of 16men was 


rescued and brought to this port. Capt. Kempton, 
of the steam-ship, reported that at 2:30 Monday 
afsernoon, when about 10 miles south-east of the 
Cape May light-ship, the weather was thick and 
he was proceeding cautiously at the rate of six 
miles an hour. The lookout heard a voice in the 
fog right abead, and the ery was repeated several 
times. a Kempton ordered the engines to be re- 
versed and the helm put to port. A sehooner was 
then discovered close at hand on the starboard 
bow. Capt. Kempton, who was standing at the 
bow, called out to the master of the schooner to 
put his belm to port. The speed of the Nacoo- 
chee had been greatly reduced, but she was now 
too close to the schooner to avoid a eollision. The 
latter was struck on her port side justaft of the 
main rigging. A holeabout a feot deep was made 
in her planking and extended below the water- 
mark. The schooner began to fill rapidly. Her 
crew saw that it would be useless to uttempt to 
eave her. Three smal] boats were put over the 
side and the mentook refuge in these, saving only 
what elothing they had on at the time. Capt. L. 
MoKowen. ef the lost vessel, stated that he sailed 
from Pertland on a fishing cruise about five weeks 
since. About 250 barrels of mackerel had been 
secured, and the schooner was returning home 
when the whisties ofthe Nacoochee were heard. 
The schooner’s fog-horn was blown, but it was not 
heard on board the steam-ship. ‘Tne vessel hailed 
from Newburyport, Mass., and was insured.

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UNDERGROUND WIRE PROBLEMS. 


—_—_~»>——_— 
TER NATURAL OBSTACLES WHICH SCIENCE IS 
TRYING TO OVERCOME. 

The problem how to get rid of the telegraph 
and other electric wire poles that deface the 
streets, or, in other words, how to put the wires 
under ground, is just now under serious considera- 
tion by the various electric companies. At present 
there are 21 companies in this City engaged in the 
business of transmitting electric currents along 
wires running ir almost every case above ground. 
Under this system the loss by breaking of 
wires and decay of poles ia so great that 


it is eatimated that the entire plant has to be re- 
newed every 10 years at 2 loss of from 60 to 75 per 
cent. of the old material. ‘he difficulty inthe way 
of putting the wires under ground is not ofa 
mechanical kind, but of forming an ideal system 
for carrying the wires of all kinds and all com 

anies through a common viaduct, so that any 

euse may be supplied on demand with every form 
of electric connection without undue cost, 
delay, or disturbance of the streets. It is 
clear that each of the 21 companies can- 
not lay an independent viaduct. The absorp- 
tion of capital would be too great to make 
it desirable to the companies, while to the people 
the frequent disturbance of the streets would be 
anintolerable nuisance. The system of acom- 
mon viaduct does not present serious mechanical 
difficulties. The difficulties of this kind are mere- 
ly those of detail which can easily be overcome by 
engineering skill. 

The great difficulty which stands in the way of 
the solution of the problem is that of induotion. 
When several wires carrying electric currents of 
different degrees of strength are brought into 
proximity with eaeh other through the 
principle whieh electricians call induction, 
the stronger currents impair the effieacy of the 
weaker currents. Thus, if an electric ligkt wire, 
which carries a strong current, were placed in 
proximity to a telephone wire, which carriesa 
very feeble current, the latter would be rendered 
practically useless. There are many devices for 
preventing induction, but the application of these 
produees retardation, which is an impediment 
soarcely less serious to usefulness. There are 
about 350 patent devices for getting rid of these 
and other electrical difficulties, but none of them 
is capable of giving the desired relief. A commit- 
tee on underground communication, composed of 
representatives of eight electric light and electrical 
companies. has been in existence for some time, 
and it is now propesed to enlarge this committee 
by inviting the co-operation of the telegraph, tele- 
phone, district messenger, and all other companies 
engaged in transmitting electricity for any pur- 
pose. A meeting of representatives of all these 
companies, for the purpose of forming a genera) 
committee, will be held in Koom No. 47 ;Boreel 
Building, Ne. 115 Broadway, on Friday next, at 11 
A.M. This meeting will take into consideration 
the appointment of a committee on acientific 
work, which will have power te invite the co- 
operation of eminent scientific men and inventors 
in regard to overcoming the difficulties of induc- 
tion and retardation already spoken of. Mr. W. 
C. Behrens, the Chief Inspector of the Patent 
Office at Washington, has been engaged to come to 
New-York to take eharge of the scientific work of . 
this committee. Other questions to be considered 
are those of mechanical appliances, necessary 
legislation, and business organization, whether the 
accomplishment of underground communication 
can be reached better by the several companies 
acting together or by a separate company to be 
formed for the purpose.

A BOON 7O.STATEN ISLANDERS. 
—_>- — — 
INCREASED RAILROAD AND FERRY FACILI- 
TIES TO AND FROM NEW-YORK. 

The Directors of the Staten Island Railroad 
Company decided yesterday upon the following 
additional service between Staten Island and this 
City: On and after April 28 a boat will leave Van- 
derbilt Landing at 6:30 A. M., touching at Staple- 
ton and Tompkinsville, and arriving at the foot of 
Whitehall-street, in this City, at 7o’clock. An ex- 
prees train will leave Tottenville, the southern 


terminus of the Staten Island Railroad, at 7:30 A. 
M., making but two stops, (at Pleasant Plains and 
Huguenvot,) instead of ll asat present. At Van- 
derbilt Landing it will eonnect with a second extra 
boat, which will run directly to this City without 
coasting along the isiand, as the 
boats do. By this means the 
Perth Amboy, N. J., to this City will be re- 
duced from an hour and one-half.to one hour, and 
the business men living at Clifton and beyond will 
avoid the tiresome stops alung the east shore of 
the island. An extra direct boat te Vanderbilt 
Landing will leave this City at 4:20 P. M., making 
close connection at Vanderbilt Landing with an 
express train which arrives at Tottenville at 5:20. 
Avother extra boat will leave this City at 5:30 P. 
M., stopping at all the east shore landings. These 
boats willrun every day, in the week. The ex- 
tra service will cost the company $100 a day, 
but it expects that the increase in travel will more 
than ropay the outlay. After Junela boat will 
leave Vanderbilt Landing for this City at 4:30 A. 
M., stopping at intermediate points, designed es- 
—— to serve the market gardeners ana lager- 
ermen, who wish te get tothe City atan early 
hour. By means of these extra boats the present 
ones, which are greatly crowded at certain hours 
of the day, will be relieved and speedy transit be 
at least partially reslized. 

The ferry franchise owned by the Staten Islana 
Railroad Company expired on Nov. 1 last, and has 
not yet been offered for sale by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. Their delay in the matter greatly 
embarrasses the company, which is running its 
boats only on suffrage. A bill passed by the As- 
sembly on Friday authorizing the *‘Staten Island 
Terminal Railroad Company to transport its pas- 
sengers and freight by ferry between New-York 
and Staten Island” is desiened to avoid the neces- 
sity of buying a franchise by permitting the eom- 
pany to operate a line of itsown. The bill is op- 
posed by the Mayor and his ‘Cabinet’ on the 
ground tnat it is * unconstitutional, as taking away 
ferry rights secured to the City of New-York by its 
ancient charter!}and by the Constitution of the 
State, and because the Common Council has full 

ower to establish all ferries that may be required 

etween the City of New-York and Staten Island, 
the right to run which under existing laws, when 
established, should be sold at auction, as provided 
by existing laws.” 
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CHESTN UT-CULTURE. 


THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
FARMERS’ CLUB. 

At a meeting of the Farmers’ Club at the 
Cooper Institute yesterday afternoon D. 8. Moul- 
ton read a paper on “ Chestnut-culture” that had 
been prepared by Samuel C. Moore, of Morrisville, 
Bucks County, Penn. There was a good deal of 
difference, the paper said, between the native 


American chestnut and the European tree. The 
former was inelined to grow tall and ereot, while 
the latter was lower and more rounded, like the 
maple. There wasalso some difference between 
the leaves of the two species. The nuts of the 
Ameriean variety were more downy on the upper 
part of the shell. The foreign nuts were larger, 
but it was erroneous to suppose that most of the 
European varieties were large. Those fine large 
nuts that were seen in our markets were selected 
oues. The European trees could not easily be ac- 
climatized in this country, and many that are 
brought over are killed by the severity of the Win- 
ters. But the hardier trees that survived flour- 
ished, and bore as large nuts as those 
grown in Europe. Of 30 European trees 
that were imported only 6 proved  val- 
uable, and even of these only 1 attained to 
the highest poljnt of excellence. It grew to be 40 
feet high, and the branehes covered an area 42 feet 
in diameter, and bore enormously large crops. To 
obtain valuable chestuut trees grafting was neces- 
sary, but the treatment of young trees required 
great care, as their roots were very sensitive and 
negligence killed them. Toraise treas from the 
seed the nuts must be gathered when ripe and 
spread on the floor in a room for two or three ears 
to get rid ef the excessive moisture, but they should 
not bé allowed to become too dry. They are then 
to be put into a box, with alternate layers of sand 
or moss, and kept until Spring, when they should 
be put into rich geil tothe depth of an inch or an 
inch andahalf. When they have sprouted and 
grown they should be transplanted once or twice 
te make them valuable trees. The best time for 
gratting was after the trees had been transplanted 
two or three times. The scions should be cut early, 
before the buds swelled, and kept moist until the 
buds were ready to burst. The European species 
succeeded best in being grafted into ite own fam- 
fly. The natural soil for chestnuts was a strong, 
rocky soll, on the sides of hills. They were very 
desirable for meadow and pasture lands. A dis- 
cussion followed the reading of the paper.
